YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have intelligence to the 30th September, 
at which date the London mail of 26th July, owing to its 
breakdown at Ponang, had not arrived out, although that of 
the 10th August was due. 

Various foreign Ministers had visited Yedo, but no poliltical 
news of avy kind had transpired. The chief item of interest 
was the arrival of H.M.S, Adventure from Hong Kong, with five 
officers, 172 rank and file, and 146 women and children belong- 
ing to the 11th and 20th Regiments, who disembarked on the 
22nd September. The lamentable condition in which they 
lended is thus described in the Japan Herald :—We had been 
struck by the wasted condition of the men on the arrival of 
the ship, but we by no means realised their real condition, until 
we sawthem ashore. Every man, woman and child of the 
detachments appeared in the most pitiable condition ; several 


of the men were so completely prostrated from the effects of , 


diseaso and tho climate of Hong Kong, that on landing they lay 
down on the Hatoba, and several others who attempted to march 
up to the Bluff, fell out from sheer exhaustion, The women, 
if possible, presented a more haggard and worn-out appearance 
than the men, and we were surprised to see that no provision 
whatever had been! made to carry to the barracks some who 
were scarcely able to walk. Several of them, indeed, employed 
coolies to carry their sick and helpless children. A kind-hearted 
and much respected lady of our settlement, sceing the condi- 
tion of one poor creature with four young children, charitably 
placed at their disposal her chair, to convey them up the hill. 
On the morning of the 28th September an execution took 
place of a Ronin, who having been taken in commission of 
other atrocious crimes, lately confessed himself to be the mur- 
dorer, as long ago as November 1859, of a Chinese servant of 
Mr. José Loureiro, then Consular Agent for France. This con- 
fession led to his being brought to Yokohama for execution. 


- |The French authorities took care to have the man thoroughly 


questioned, and he declared his guilt in such a manner as to 


i] leave no doubt whatever on their minds as to his actual perpe- 


tration of the murder. He was brought from his cell in the 
Tobeo prison, blindfold and bound, made to kneel down 
on the mat before the shallow hole that was to receive 
his head on its fall, and, without a word, bent to 
his fate. The head was severed from the body with a 
rapid and clear sweep, and death was instantancous. The man 
was originally of respectable lineage, but becoming a Ronin, was 
engaged by Prince Mito, who, it would seem, protected him, 
The crimes for which he was originally sentenced have not yet 
been ascertained. He would have becn executed elsewhere but 
for his confession of the Chinaman’s murder, which induced the 
authorities to send him to Kanagawa, that foreigners might 
know that justice had her due, % 
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©8On the 26th September a mysterious murder was committed. 
A Japanese, armed with a single short aword, was seen for some 
time hanging about the bridge just outside Yoshawarra. After 
waiting a considerable time, another Japanese, unarmed, came 
from that locality, and, as be was passing from the bridge, the 
first made a desperate rush at him, and cut him down. The 
dead man’s body remained near the spot until the following 
morning, but although the utmost efforts had been made by 
the police to discover the morderer they were without success, 
although three men were in custody on suspicion, 

A few deys before the departure of the mail two dead bodies 
‘wero discovered floating in the harbour. One was identified as 
that of a seaman of H.M.’s gun-bont Bouncer, who had jumped 
overboard with the intention of swimming ashore, a day or 
two previously, and was drowned in the attempt. Tho other 
body was that of a Japanese evidently barbarously murdered. 
The arms were tightly bound to his sides, and there was a stab 
on each side, just below the heart on the left and in a corres- 
ponding position on the right side, Not the slightest clue has 
‘been obtained as to whence the body came. It had been several 
days in the water. 

On the 29th September a cricket match was played between 
the officers of the fleet and the officers of Her Majesty’s 20th. 
The latter were the victors in one innings, by 54 runs. 

Some of the native silk merchants had tried the experiment 
of selling their staple at public auction, but having made the 
Yidiculous mistake of sending men to run up the prices, the 
affair had ended ic failure and ridicule. 

An experiment very deserving of support was being made 
by Messrs, Stephenson and Co., who had laid on the steamer 
Shaftesbury for Suex direct, believing that tho advantage, both 
to passengers and cargo, of having no shifting from one steamer 
to another at Shanghai, Hong Kong and Galle, will be very 
great. They had already some cargo engaged and several 
passengers, at much lower rates than those hitherto existing. 
The day of departure was not named, but would probably be 
early in October. 

On the 28th September, about noon, a smart shock of 
earthquake was experienced in Yokohama, 

The following notification by tho French Consul-General 
appears in the Japan Herald :—Agreeably with instructions 
received from H.I-M.’s Government, the cards of silkworms’ 
eggs shipped from this port to Marseilles will be marked with 
a special stamp, the model of which has been sent to the 
French Custom-house Board of Administration. The French 
or foreign merchants who wish to obtain for their shipments 
this mark of origin, are to apply with the shortest delay at 
the French Consulate-General in Yokohama, with a notice of 
the number of cards to be stamped, 

Many reports were afloat of impending troubles with the 
Japanese, One rumour asserted that a Yakonin had drawn 
his sword on Sir Harry Parkes ; another that the Gorogio had 
ordered all foreigners to leave Yedo. It is hardly necessary to 
say that all these are entirely destitute of truth. Sir Harry 
Parkes had selected a suitable position in Yedo for the British 
Legation, contracts had been entered into, and various prelimi- 
naries arranged for building a permanent residence there for the 
British Minister and his suite. 

The vexatious restrictions imposed on the now large 
and increasing trade in silkworms’ eggs have been 
entirely removed. From the! very fcommencement of 
our commercial fintercourse gwith Japan, complaints 
have been rife at every “port of official interference with 
trade, and hitherto the Government has remained per- 
sistently deaf to all remonstrance, either attempting 
to justify the rostrictions complained of, or denying 
their existence is toto. In this last instance, however, 
we have not only the substantial gratification of finding 
the prohibition removed, but the ‘additional satisfaction 
of seeing the Custom-house authorities at Yokohama publicly 
veprimanded, and the Governor, at whose instigation they 
adopted the objectionable measure, dismissed from his post. 
These facts oncourage us to hope that the Gorogio have at last 
become impressed with the necessity of carrying out their treaty 
obligations with good faith ; and, should the same wise course 
be persevered in after the Tycoon’s return to his capital, we 
shall have good ground for considering our relations with Japan 
on a more secure footing than they have ever been before. The 
report of Chosiu’s submission still wants confirmation, but we, 
nevertheless, adhere to the opinion that the object of the 
Tycoon's expedition will be gained without resort to actual force 
of arms,

end of Cape Gotto, and only one man saved. Several bodies 
had been washed ashore. H.BM.’s gunboat Busard left on 
the 22nd to ascertain particulars, but had.not returned. 


CHINA.

ates are e Sept, A correspondent ‘writes :— 
Tho national flag of China ‘has replaced the phen and 
tricolour upon the Taku Forts, which were evacuated by the 
British and French troops upon the 16th inst, and pariah to 
the native authorities, The allied occupation had lasted for 
upwards of five yoars, and the intercourse between the foreign 
soldiers and the native Chinese during that long period was ee 
the whole cordial and friendly, s0 that the departure of the 
former is sincerely regretted, I believe, by a large majority of 
the latter, whose faith in the prowess of Chinese troops and the 
military capacity of Chinese officers is not very strong. The 
contrast between the forts as they appeared in August, 1860, 
and their present aspect is striking, and to a patriotic China 
man, if there be such a man, the comparison must be a painful 
one. When we captured the place in 1860, five enormous 
earthworks, of immense strength, and constructed at a vast 
expense, guarded the entrance of the Peiho ; in September, 
1861, two out of the five, more or less dilapidated, have been 
handed back to the Chinese, whilst the other three have been 
totally destroyed, and are now merely great shapeless mounds 
of earth, It will cost large sums of money to repair the two 
forts that have just been evacuated, and the reconstruction of 
bes other three is not likely to be commeuced for a long time at 
least. 

Meanwhile, the Shantung rebels that menaced this province 
in the spring have retreated into the interior, or dispersed alto- 
gether for a season, but serious disturbances have lately 
taken place in the neighbourhood of Monkeleu, in Man- 
churia, the cradle of the present dynasty, where bands 
of mounted robbers have been setting the Government at 
defiance, plundering and burning villages, and creating no 
small terror throughout the country. Some of the regular 
troops have been defeated by these gangs, and the Emperor 
orders prompt measures to be taten for the suppression of the 
movement. A band of mounted robbers are at this moment 
within eighty miles of Tien-tsin, but they will probably be 
captured or dispersed within a fortnight, as Chunghow, the 
Chief Mandarin here, is a man of considerable energy, and has 
@ well-appointed force of armed men under his command. 
Several officers have been denounced for permitting the post at 
the Great Wall to be forced. Besides these political troubles, 
there are others of a more private and domestic nature. Gangs 
of robbers prowl in the neighbourhood of the capital with the 
design of robbing the ancestral tombs of wealthy families. 
Several magnificent mausolea have been violated, the coffins 
broken open, the ashes of the dead scattered about, and the 
grave-clothes and rich ornaments and buried jowellery carried 
off. Amongst the tombs which have been thus desecrated is 
that of a princess, daughter of the Emperor Taokuang, and 
therefore aunt of the present sovereign, The richly embroidered 
satins which shrouded her remains, together with her tiara and 
a large quantity of jade ornaments and precious stoncs, were 
stolen, and every attempt hitherto made to discover the depre- 
dators has proved fruitless, The sanctity of the tomb having 
thus proved insufficient to screen the dead from outrage, bands 
of armed men now patrol the burial-places of tho Imperial 
family and of the wealthy officials and merchants. 

Trade at this port shows signs of improvement this year 
after three years of depression, but here, as all over China, 
business men aro still complaining of the bad times. The 
Chinese have that advantago over the forcign merchants that 
combination has over competition, and, until the foreigners 
draw in their horns a little, commercial failures and disasters 
will most certainly form not unfrequent items of intelligence 
in the London and China Telegraph, 

' PENANG, 

In consequence of the Dutch aggressions on Sumatra, the 
merchants, at a public meeting, passed the following resolu- 
tions :-— 

1, Proposed by M. F. Davidson, Eeq., seconded by F. 8. Brown, Esq.— 
“That the present proceedings of the Dutch in sending a hostile force to 
Assahan, being likely to lead to results detrimental to British interests in 
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the Straits Settlements, this meeting desires to draw the attention of the 

Home Government to the continued Acts of the Dutch Government in 

annexing the territories and ports of independent Rajabs in Sumatra with 

whom we have treaties of commerce, in contravention of the spirit of the 
- treaty of 1824." Carried unanimously. 

‘2. Proposed by J, J. Ventre, Esq., secondedby J.P. Stewart, Esq.—That 
the treaty made by the Dutch Government with Gambi, and one or two 
other native States, which Lord Palmerston in 1841 declared to be incom- 
patible with Act 3 of 1824, still exists, as far as we are aware—not- 
withstanding the remonstrances of that statesman.” Carried unanimously. 

8. Proposed by R. Bain, Esq., seconded by W. L. Hill, Esq.—“ That the 
Ports of Barooa, Tapoos, Sinkel, on the west coast of Sumatra, for- 
merly belonging to Achesn, with which kingdom we have had treaties of 
amity and commerce for over two hundred years, were annexed by the 
Dutch upwards of a quarter of a century ago, and that duties have since 
been imposed on imports and exports which were not levied previously, 
contrary to the treaty of 1824. And that the present proceedings of the 
Dutch on the east coast of Sumatra between Assahan, its dependencies 
and the port of Timian, also, belonging to the King of Acheen, lead this 
meeting to believe that similar results will follow on this side of the island, 
and prove most injurious to the trade of the Straits Settlements.” Carried 
unanimously, 

4, Proposed by W. T. Lewis, Esq., seconded by W. Allen, Esq.— 
‘That this mecting understands that the Dutch are annexing the native 
States between Siak and the Port of Timian, under the pretence of 
being tributary to the Rajah of Siak, whereas the King of Acheen claii 
these States as his dependencies, and has represented his claim to the 
British Government, with the object of retaining in force the existing 
treaties between them.” Carried unanimously. 

5. Proposed by J. J. E. Brown, Esq., seconded by M. A. Anthony, Bsq. 
— That the following gentlemen be appointed to form a Comumuttee to 
draw up a memorial to the Home Government embodying the above reso- 
lutions. _L. Nairne, Esq., M. F. Davidson, Esq, W. L. Hill, Esq., 
Robert Bain, Esq. Dr. Anderson.” 

‘Amended by Robert Bain, Esq., seconded by M. F. Davidson, Esq., 
«That the proposer, J. J. E. Brown, Esq., be added tothe Committee.” 
Carried unanimously. 

6. Proposed by F. S. Brown, Esq., seconded by F. Kusterman, Esq. 
—« That steps be taken to obtain through a member of the House of Com- 
mons copies of correspondence between the Straits Government, the Go- 
yernment of India and the Home Government, relating to the recent pro- 
ceedings of the Dutch on the east coast of Sumatra, and all papers con- 
nected therewith.” Carried unanimously. 

7. Proposed by A. F. Anderson, Esq., and seconded by F. H. 
Friederichs, Esq.— That the Chairman of this meeting is hereby em- 
powered to forward a copy of the memorial to his Honour the Governor, 
with a request that his Honour will forward the same to the Government 
of India, and solicit their support thereto, Also that the Chairman is 
hereby empowered to forward copies of the same te John Crawford, Esq., 
The Right Honourable Edward Horsman, M.P., The East India and 
China Association, The Chambers of Commerce of Manchester, Liver- 
pool, Glasgow, and Singapore, and solicit their support to its prayer.” 

The Afokr has returned from her trip to Larut. Mr. Percy 
Earl has succeeded in accomplishing some of the objects for 
which he was deputed there by the local Government. He has 
rescued from the hands of the ruffian Panghulu the Chinese wo- 
man whose husband was cruclly murdered there a short time 
ago, and has also brought back four Siamese belonging to this 
settlement, who were similarly kept there in hopeless slavery. 
No effort was made by the ruling chief there to arrest the mur- 
derers, Mr. Earl has failed in the object of getting the chief 
to adjust the claims for compensation due to Penang Chinese 
merchants, for losses sustained by the confiscation of their 
goods and destruction of their stores. It was not to be ex- 
pected that the lawless petty chiefs of that country, long accus- 
tomed to live by plunder and rapine, wou!d be inclined to listen 
to any friendly remonstrances. It is only by working on their 
fears that such men, hardened in crime and their hands yet 
reeking with the blood of their victims, are brought to their 
senses. It nowremains for the Government to back its de- 
mands by an armed force. If the chief, who has been acting 
as the governing authority in Perak since the’ death of the 
Rajah, be supported by our Government in maintaining his 
control over the petty despots in Larut, he will, no doubt, be 
able to punish the delinquents and make a satisfactory adjust- 


ment of these matters. 















BHANGHAL, 

The mails of 26th July and 10th August arrived together on 
the 25th Sept. The French mail of 17th August arrived out 
om the 7th October. Dates are now down to the morning of 
9th.» The following summary of news is from the Recorder :-— 

From Peking we hear, through a private source, that the 
‘Russian Government sent out two telegraph officers to ascertain 
whether it were possible to obtain the permission of the Chinese 
Government to establish a telegraph from Kiachta to this place, 
but that the Chinese showed themselves altogether averse to 
the scheme, and the officers have returned. 

Native reports from the interior announce that Kan-ch’ow-fu, 
the last stronghold of rebeldom in Kiangsi, has been deserted 
by the insurgent garrison, which has retreated to Fukien. The 
Mahomedan rebels also, at Tungkuan, in Shensi, are also re- 
ported to have been surrounded and slaughtered to a man, 





The following extraordinary occurrence has receptly attracted 
some attention. It appears that two foreigners, British 
subjects, were taken at Ming-Hong for firing at a gun-boat and 
were being brought under a Chinese guard to the English 
Consulate from the city. One of the men was handcuffed, 
and the other other, in addition to this, had a chain round his 
neck, by which he was being led, As they passed down the 
French Bund if seems that the man with the chain 
round his neck’ was pulled roughly by the Chinaman leading 
him, and a Frenchman passing, incensed at seeing foreigners 
in the hands of Chinese, attacked the guard, and 
would have succeeded in freeing the captives, but for the 
interforence of the police, who took tho whole party, inciuding 
the Chinese, to the French Consulate. Tbe Consul, on hearing 
that the mon were British subjects, ordered them to be taken 
to the English Consulate, but deputed a guard to see that they 
were not maltreated on the French Concession. The guard left 
‘them at the Yang-King Pang, and the party had not gone much 
farther, when the man with the chain round his neck called 
out for help, and two passers-by attacked the guard, and suc- 
ceeded in releasing the prisoners. The men who rescued the 
captives have not yet been discovered. 

An extensive robbery was perpetrated by Cantonese, in con- 
cert with two or three foreigners, upon a large native'bank at 
Chi-Pao, about nine miles westward from Shanghai past Sik-a- 
way. Some 5,000 taels were secured. The foreigners have 
not yet been captured. Two Cantonmen recently engaged a 
sampan to go alongside a ship. The boatman went to the one 
indicated but was told then to make for another. ue of the 
Cantonmen asked him for a light and as he handed it, lugged 
him down by the arm, when both set upon him with knives, 
inflicting a large number of wounds, The unfortunate man 
jumped overboard. He was picked up—but there is little hope 
of his recovery. No motive can be assigned for the outrage, 
Another Cantonman went into a butcher's shop, and, having 
some dispute about price, took up the butcher’s knife and 
stabbed him. He then inflicted a similar wound on his assist- 
ant, ond attempted to stab a European watchman, and finally 
inflicted upon himself so severe a wound that he was not 
expected to live. 

An announcement appears in the Shanghai papers from the 
manager of the steam saw mills (Capt: Blakiston) at Hakodadi, 
that they are now ready to deliver all descriptions of oak, ash, 
pine, beech, and cedar. : 

The entire property of the Shanghai Brick and Saw Mill 
Company, Pootung, all in one lot, including the land, buildings, 
machinery, aud plant, will be sold by auction on the 21st 
October, by Messrs. Cowie and Co. * 

We have to record the death of Mr, Latimer, connected with 
the North China Herald, ‘The following notice is from that 
paper :—“Our columns this day contain an announcement 
which will carry regret to a large circle of friends in England. 
The untimely death of Mr. Nichol Latimer has created a pro- 
found sensation in Shanghai, as no resident in the settlements 
was more universally or deservedly popular. Connected as he 
was with many public bodies, his loss will be deeply felt, but 
while the severest trial falls on the surviving members of his 
family, the deepest sympathy will be felt with their sorrow by 
the late associates of the deceased in Shanghai. Mr. Latimer 
was for several years connected with the proprietorship of this 
paper.” 

Advices from Ningpo inform us that an inquest has been held 
on the body of the Moglishman, Green, who was in Burgevine’s 
company at the time of the latter's arrest. The scalp had been 
torn from tho head, and the body presented other marks of 
violence, which, however, in the advanced state of decomposition 
in which it was found, might be attributed to the effort to 
force the corpse into a cofiiu too small to receive it. Thus the 
legs were bent, and the head pressed downwards into the 
chest, but these injuries were probably received after 
death. The gentleman recently sent by the United 
States Consul-General to investigate the circumstances 
connected with Burgevine’s death, has just returned, but with- 
out gaining any important information from the local mandarins. 
He obtained Burgevine’s body, which now lies at Ningpo await- 
ing a steamer to convey it to Shangl.:::. Several foreigners have 
of late passed through the place, but whether voluntarily or a8 
captives is not clearly known.

Circumstances occurred, however, which caused an ad- 
journment sine die, @n the 27th Sept. the steamer Fire Dart, 
while going down the Wangpoo, sunk a junk lying in the 8th 
section. No lives were lost, but a large quantity of live stock 
went down with the wreck.” 

“We understand that the masonic bodies in Shanghai con- 
template establishing a new library, to which a portion of the 
Freemasons’ Hall about to be erected on the Bund will be 
devoted. Tho management will be in the hands of members 
of the fraternity, but the general public will be admitted as 
subscribers. This scheme, if placed in the hands of able men, 
is certain of success, and will doubtless be warmly supported 
by the literary portion of the community. Many men who 
appreciate access to well-selected books are not members of the 
club, and have therefore some delicacy in availing of the advan- 
tages of the present library since it has been removed to the 
club building. They will, we doubt not, make the most of the 
facilities afforded by the new project, and will by their support 
enable its promoters to make the proposed library a credit to 
the settlement.” 

“ At length there seems to be a chance that the houses to 
which gaspipes have been laid down will soon be illuminated. 
A few days ago the mains were pumped dry, and gas passed 
through them. Soon, therefore, we may enjoy the blessings 
of light, if only the gas when it does arrive proves brilliant 
‘and inodorous. It will not be denied, in despite of the severe 
criticism to which the gentlemen connected with the gasworks 
scheme have been subjected, that the difficulties to be over- 
come by the company were very serious, and much of the delay 
unavoidable. The mistake made was the confident appointing 
of periods within which gas was without fail to be available. 
Of course no persons were more anxious for the completion of 
the works than those immediately connected with them, but 
the community justly felt aggrieved by the continual failure.”

HANKOW. 

The correspondent of the Recorder gives the following 
news :— 

“ We hear by the Fusi-yama from Hankow that affairs have 
almost assumed the nature of a crisis, The daily failing, 
defaulting, if not actual stealing, on the part of the compradores 
has brought business to a most critical pass. This is mainly 
attributable to the system of extended credit and the unwar- 
ranted confidence which has been imposed in native employss. 
Some of these worthies, we are glad to hear, are in prison, and 
wo hope that all, together with their securities, will be firmly 
dealt with by the Consul at Hankow. We regret, however, to 
hear that one of the victims allowing his indignation to make 
him forgetful of his dignity, forced his way into the Taoutai’s 
Yamun and administered chastisement to a defaulting compra- 
dore with a bludgeon, for which offence he had to appear before 
H.B.M. Consul, and was fined $15, and forced to make an 
apology to H.E. the Taoutai, 

“Business under such circumstances was naturally dull. 
The banks, we hear have suffered in common with others, A 
warning such as this, we think, will tend more than any 
attempted combinations, to bring about more caution and pru- 
dence on the part of the merchants. It is clearly useless to 
incur risks such as these for almost any advance in price 
which could be obtained. Better to take lower rates with 
ordinary security.” 

“The water in the river was falling. It had done consider- 
able damage among the houses on the banks. The Jron Crown 
was loading at £2. 15s., but hardly expected to fill before the 
steamer would be ready to tow her. Teas are rather lower, and 
no bona fide settlements were taking place, The shipments 
were chiefly on Chinese account.”

Stewart soliciting his good offices in obtaining the sanction and co-opera- 
tion of the principals of houses in Shanghai in carrying out the wishes of 
the mercantile community as embodied im the minutes of the pro- 
cedings ‘and resolutions of the late meeting, published in the 
Shanghai papers. The Chairman then proceeded to read Mr. Stewart's 

ly to the communication of the committee. It stated that the princi- 
nae of the houses with whom he had conferred were unanimous ia their 

proval of a change in the credit system, adding that in his opinion the 

loption of the Shanghai custom in regard to contracts and sales would 
be favourably received by most of the firms having branch establishments 
in Hankow, but that he thought that the signature of a bond would not be 
acceptable to many, whilst a“ penalty would decidedly be objected to.” 
The Chairman concluded by remarking that probably several persons 
present might have received instructions, or at all events been put in 
prssenion of the views of their principals in Shanghai on the subject 

fore the meeting; and he doubted not a patient bearing would be 
accorded to any one desiring to address the meeting.

Minutes of a Public Meeting held at Hankow, 4th September, 1865. 
(Continued from last Number.) 

Mr. Macxenzie stated that the chief object of the meeting was in fact 
to endeavour to get rid of an acknowledged dangerous and pernicious 
system of delivering goods on receipt of native bankers’ chops at three weeks 
totwo months date ; asystem from which, as far as the speaker knew, no fo- 
reigner derived any benefit. These chops were written in a language under- 
stood by none of the merchants, who were necessarily dependent upon their 
shroffs or compradores to explain the amount, the date, and the signature 
at foot, and likewise the more important point of the stability of the bank 
signing the chop. In this bank, moreover, the very compradore con- 
sulted might probably be a shareholder, and would therefore have an io- 
terest in giving currency to the document. Changes of the mature pro- 
posed could not, however, the speaker thought, be made suddenly without 
ritk, and he would suggest that a reasonable time be allowed before en- 
forcing the new system. There was also another danger to be avoided. 
On a former occasion, when it was proposed to do away with the credit 
system, “ unanimity” was unfortunately declared to be a sine qua non; and 
the consequence was that the strongly expressed opinions of a large ma- 
jority were over-ridden by the dissent of a very slender minority. It was 
hoped that on the present occasion a different course would be pursued ; 
and that as soon as the adhesion of as many of the principals of houses in 
Shanghai as possible could be obtained, the system should be adopted and 
worked upon its own merits, 

Mr. Mackenziz then begged to propose the following resolution :— 
«That, looking to the present objectionable system of sles for long credit, 
and the uncertain security offered by the acceptance of native bankers’ 
orders on delivery of goods from godowns, this meeting is of opinion that 
cash payments on delivery should at an early date be adopted for all arti- 
cles of import, and that this resolution shall also fully apply to all goods 
held by foreigners on native account.” 

Me ‘Watmore seconded the resolution, which was carried unani- 
mously. 

Me. THunsuaN proposed :— That bargain money to the extent of 
twenty per cent. on the amount of sale should be enforced on opium, and 
ten per cent. on all other articles of import.”

Mr. Brapat proposed :— That one week be allowed for the clearance 
of copper cash, three weeks for dry and manufactured piece goods, and

Mr. CHESHIRE seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. GoBpon proposed:— That the foregoing resolutions shall come 
into operation on and after the first of October next, and that in order to 
establish the system contemplated on a firm and satisfactory basis, and to 
permit! of reference being made to principals at Shanghai, a further 
meeting be held at the Club House on the 18ch instant, when the necessary 
documents will be prepared for signature.” 

‘Mr. Caney seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Paice proposed :—* That a copy of the proceedings and minutes 
of this meeting be forwarded to Shanghai for publication ia the local 
papers for the, information of those concerned.” 

a CunNiNGHaat seconded the motion, which was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Hiceox thea roseto propose the following resolution :—‘ That a 
fine of Tis. 1,000 be imposed on any person who shall hereafter break 
through the system now agreed to, by giving credit, In moviag this 
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resolution he begged leave to observe that this was not by any means the 
first time that the cash payment system, or modifications thereof, had been 
aitempied to be introduced at this port, and the attempt had always fallen 
through whenever a cause for pressing sales had presented itself. He 
quoted several instances tending to prove that any such regulation must 
necessarily be enforced by a penalty to make it effectual. 

‘The Cuamnan asked how Mr. Higson proposed to enforce the 
penalty. 

Mr. Hicsox replied that a bond should be entered into between all 
parties consenting to the regulation, 

Mr. Mackeszie thought the regulation premature. It would be quite 
time enough to legislate on that point when they came to mature their 
plans at the future meeting to be called. 

‘Mr. Hicson begged leave to withdraw his motion. 

Mr. Wataone thought it would tend greatly to the furtherance of the 
objects of the meeting if some one at Shanghai was charged with the 
duty of communicating with the principals of houses there in respeet to 
the measure now under proposal. He would therefore move :—* That 
the following gentlemen be appointed to act asa committee, and toarrange 
with some gentleman in Shanghai to co-operate with them on the 
implect :—Mr. K. R. Mackenzie, Mr. A. Hutchison, and Mr. W. G. 

erdon.” 

(Mr. Beane seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

A suggestion was made by the CaairwaN to the effect that, 
as considerable opposition to the new regulations might be ex- 
pected from the native merchants, it would be advisable to 
publish a summary of the resolutions in Chinese, aud have 
them formally presented to the Chinese authorities through 
the Consuls, It was, however, decided to take this point 
into consideration at the subsequent mectiug. 

The proceedings terminated with a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman. 








AMoY. 
©" A daring case of piracy has just occurred in this neighbour- 
hood. On the 23rd Sept. the American brigantine Garland 
left Amoy with a crew of seven Europeans, two Chinese, and 
four passengers, viz, Mr. and Mrs. Sirovach, Mr. Carter (the 
owner of the vessel) and J. Campbell, constable at the ‘Takow 
Consulate. Shortly afterwads they were hailed by a suspicious 
looking junk and asked if they required a pilot. This they de- 
clined, and soon lost sight of the juuk, which was going in the 
same direction as the Garland. About noon the junks 
camo alongside, each mustering apparently about sixty 
scoundrels by way of crew. {The steward of the Garland 
Was now told to hail the junks and tell them that if they 
would spare the lives of her crew and passengers they might 
take anything they liked. One stinkpot was thrown on board 
from the nearest junk, and the pirates then prepared to board 
them. Up to this time the Garland’s people had intended to 
show fight, being armed with seven muskets, six cutlasses, and 
four pistols ; but the obvious superiority of numbers frightened 
them. The crew and passengers then got into the boat, the 
captain alone refusing to leave his ship ; just as Mr. Stronach 
had returned for his amah, whom they left behind, the crew 
refused to wait any longer, and shoved off, caving the captain, 
Mr. Stronach and the China-woman alone on board. The junks 
lowered two sampans in chase of the boat, who pulled vigo- 
rously fora European vessel in the distance ; after a five-mile 
chase the pirate sampans desisted, and returned to the junks, 
the boat reaching the foreign vessel about an hour afterwards. 
She proved to be the Philip J, a Hamburg vessel bound to 
Hong Kong. 

The Philip J. now bore down to‘ the Garland, which 
was drifting about in a helpless state, and the crew and 
passengers rejoined their unlucky ship. After getting a small 
supply of provisions and clothing from the captain of the 
Philip I, they shaped course for Amoy. 

The crew of the Sir William Wallace, from Chefoo, reported 
asjhaving beea wrecked and all hands murdered in Chin Chew 
Bay some six weeks ago, have been brought to Amoy by a brig 
which was sent to look after her. 


HONG KONG. 

The mails of August 26 arrived out on October 7, Our 
dates are now down to the morning of Sunday the 15th of 
October. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ocroser 13, 1865. 

The outgoing mail will take home a somewhat less appalling 
obituary list than has been usual during the last four or five 
mails, inasmuch as the return of cool weather has checked the 
dissases which have proved so sadly fatal throughout the past 
summ, Notwithstanding, however, the almost unprecedented 
heat and tought of the last few months, the mortality which 
hhas been 80 Jarmingly great has, exccpt in a few melancholy 
instances among the colonial residents, been almost entirely 
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confined to the troops and seamen stationed here. The 11th 
Regiment especially, which was hurried here from the Cape 
without proper preparation, and wit absolutely no accommo- 
dation provided on shore previously to its arrival, hes suffered 
frightfully. ‘The soldiers, crowded on arrival into half-finished 
warehouses, just as the hot season was beginning, and already, 
from long frontier service at the Cape, in a bad state of 
organisation, have died off in crowds ; and the mere money loss 
to Government has been probably greater from this cause than 
the expense of providing proper barrack room on theshealthy 
headlands of Kowloong would have atnownted to. ‘The specious 
parsimony of the existing Government appears, however, to 
allow no consideration of policy or hutmanity to interfere with 
the grand and absorbing object of showing a diminished expen- 
diture sheet to a deluded public, 

In business matters, a topic which has been much discussed 
here of late is the increasing tendency of the foreign trade with 
China to fall into the hands of natives, to the manifest detri- 
ment of the European mercantile communities, From every 
port the samo accounts are fezcived, of Chinese who no longer 
act as brokers for the staple exports, but ship on their own 
account through the shoxls of petty commission agents who 
have started up, and who threaten to supplant almost entirely 
the solid and gigantic houses who ouce monopolised the Chinese 
In the northern ports opened by the treaty of 1858 
other form of business than that of contmission- 
agent exists, and at Haukow the Chinese are said to be largely 
entering upon the system of exporting on their own account. 
Should this manner of doing business become much extended, 
as it undoubtedly will, tho Chiva trade cannot fail to become 
thoroughly revolutionised, and the great houses of other days 
will gradually disappear before a crowd of small continental 
commission brokers and competing banking agencies. ;

suffering from the heat and exposure, fever and dysentery grew 
so rife that the battalion became disheartened, and sustained 
such fearfulmortality during the summerastorender thera uscless 
for service. Tne rumour is that the remains of the battalion 
are tobe sent home! The scason has been hot an:l unhealthy, but 
not sufficiently severe to justify such a scale of mortality. The 
oficers appear to have escaped entirely, whilst the sufferings 
of the womev ard children have been euficiently beartrendiug 
to excite, public charity. Tho responsible officers spent the 
summer in Japan, aud strictly prohibited any extra outlay. The 
waste of life thus occasioned has caused a decp sensation in 
this community. ‘The press were silent on the subject, because 
its voice is pow 8, and liable under such circumstances to 
breed discontent aruong the troops. 

A number of the sucterers were seat on duty to Japan by 
HA transport Adventure. They landed there in such a 
miserable state as to excite public indignation. The editor of 
the Japan Herall, giving vent to his feelivgs, exposed the 
whole affair, and denounced the act of oflicers leaving their 
post under such circumstances. IIc was called on Ly some 
military officers who were spending the summer there to retract 
what he had stated, but he repeated it with additional aggra- 
vated facts he had gleaned. Two other papers (one in Japan 
and one inv Shanguai) were then engaged to uphold the military 
authorities and to abuse the editor of the Japan Herald, which 
was done accordingly, Tho public knowing the facts are pro- 
foundly shocked. 

The Nagasaki correspondent of the North China Herald 
informs us that great dissatisfaction has resulted from the 
action taken by H.B.M. Consul wita regard to a case brought 
by a resident against Messrs. Alt and Co. The plaintiff, having 
secured the services of Mr. Lawrence, then residing temporarily 
at Nagasaki, requested that tho case might be called befure the 
departure of that gentleman for Shanghai. His frequent appli- 
cations were, however, disregarded, although no sensible reason 
was assigned to justify the postponcment. Mr, Lawrence was 
obliged to disappoint his clieat by returning to Shanghai, 
having entered a protest against the apparently unwarrantable 
action taken by the Consul. Sothe matter stood when our cor- 
respondent wrote. [We would remind our contemporary of the 
good old motto, Audi alteram parte] 

Her Majesty's guo-boats Leven and Opposswin left this on 
the 14th September for the purpose of looking after a batch of 
pirates who had attacked the British ship Form/y off Hainan 
on that vessel’s passage hence to Singapore, and had committed 
some other depredatious. These two gun-boats have returned 
to port, after a long, and what is unusual with these craft, an 
unsuccessful cruize. 

On reaching Ticn-pak, the Mandarin at that station was 
communicated with. He stated he had captured a piratical 
junk about one month previous, the crew of which had con- 
fessed to having captured a British vessel off Tinhosa, and 
haying murdered the whole of the crew, consisting of Euro- 
peans, Malays, and Chinese, they set fire to their prize, A 
quantity of articles were displayed which wore taken from this 
vessel. but none of them appeared to be of British manufacture 
—a letter, a seal, and some of the contents of the medicine 
chest, are all that the gunboats brought away with them for the 
purpose of attempting to detect the uame of the missing craft. 

The Tienpak Mandarin could not proceed with the gunboats 
himself, but he seat an official and a pilot, when they proceeded 
to Hoi-how, calling at Now-chow. The Mandarins at Hoi-how 
stated that all piratical vessels quit the coast of Hainan, tho 
latter end of the South West Monsoon, and that should any 
few remain they would probably be found lurking between Tien- 
pak and Kulan. Proceeding in that direction, information was 
obtained that a piratical fleet was at Samoy on the South Coast, 
and intended to remain there during the whole of the North- 
East monsoon, Arrived at Samoy, the gun-boats found that 
the pirates had left three weeks previously, aud as no trace 
ould be found of them, the gun-boats returned to Hainan, 
whence they proceeded to Tienpak, whero after riding out some 
of the late gales they returned to Hong Kong. 

A light-house has beea completed and lighted at Macao. It 
is 330 fect high, with a revolving light. 

At Canton everything is quict. ‘The nomination of Mr, D. 
B. Robertson, H.B.M. Cousul at that port, as Companion of the 
Bath, has been gladly noted by the communities of Canton 
and Hong Kong, as a proof, that tho meritorious services 
of that gentleman have not been overlooked. Had the

‘The reduced state of the men who left here per Adventurer 
some time ago for Japan, is the subject of severe comment by the Yo- 
Kohama press, we observe, which deprecates the system adopted by mem- 
bers of the staff of living in Japan at ease while death and disease are 
busy at head-quarters. 

Attention was drawn to the very great want, felt in Hong Kong at pre- 
sent, of clergymen of the Established Church. This has been paintully 
apparent during the past trying summer, when the entire duties have 
devolved on one or {wo young ministers, whose time is also partially oc— 
cupied by other duties than s:rictly colonial work. 

‘The same paper has the following on the loss of the Guira- 
walt, from Shanghai to London, already reported by us — 

‘There seems to be no end of the casualties that have occurred in the 
Chinese seas this year, Now we have to report the loss of a tine Aber- 
deen clipper, the Garravalt, 11 days out on her passage from Shanghai 
towards London, with a cargo of tea and silk, On the 26th she etl in 
with very bad weather, which continued until the Ist ty 
the wind blowing from north by north-east to east; the ship then 
struck on shoals off the north-east point of Hainan (which are, 
we have been given to believe, shifting sands), almost immediately 
becoming a complete wreck. The longboat capsized in the attempt 
to launch her, but fortunately the liteboat was got afloat all right; 
not, however, until most of the hands were washed overboard, aud 
Captain George Phillips, the master of the ship, and two seamen, 
Charles Chapman and James Cock, had met a watery grave. The 
remainder of the crew and also four passengers—Messrs. Lynch, 
Clementon, Painter, and Dowell—got on shore, and managed to walk 
toa place called Hoi-iow, from wheuce a junk took them to Sui-tong, 
where they found the British steamers Prince Kung and Sir J. Jee~ 
jeebhoy. The mate and seventeen of the crew, with the two lawter- 
named passengers, arrived in Hong Kong in the Sir J. Jeejeebhoy, on 
the 13th of October. 
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CANTON. 

The following anecdote, taken from tho China Mail, will 
rather astonish old residents in Canton. To be designated 
Faxqui was a matter that a few years ago used to be endured 
with equanimity. 

On the 2nd September, an Englishman strolling by the 
Western Fort (in the western suburb, back of Shameen), at 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, passed an opium and movey- 
changing shop in the Cumhi Fow-street, in which was a man 
named Yu-a-liec, taking his evening meal in company with his 
wife and child. On the Englishman passing the door, the 
shopman said to the child, “There goes a foreign devil” (fan 
kwei). The Englishman happening to overhear, enquired why 
a term so offensive to foreiguers was used; and the shopman 
falsely replied that he made use of the words to frighten the 
child and to keep it from crying. The child’s countenance 
showed, however, no trace of tears on close investigation, and 
the Englishman covsequently concluded that the person was 
unwilling to recall his words, and was making excuses to 
screen his own misconduct ; which was intentional, and not a 
merely careless utterance, If not checked, the child would 
most probably become accustomed to the use of such words, 
and thus a licence in the use of language would be allowed 
which it would afterwards be found ditlicult to rectify or 
repress. The Englishman therefore copied down the sign of 
the shop, and on the 4th instaut laid a complaint at H.B.M.'s 
Consulate. The Consul said that the authorities bad previ- 
ously been requested to issue a prohibition of the use of suck 
terms (as fan kwei), To this prohibition a largo number of 
respectable people had rendered obedionce ; but there Were 
some worthless characters who still made use of the -¥jection- 
able words. The matter was referred to the loc» authorities 
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for investigation. At about 4 o'clock on the 8th of September Births, Marriages, and Weaths, 
the Englishman observed @ person in the street undergoing (CAnnouncenents for subscribers are made free of charge.) 
the punishment of carrying a “cangue”; whom he recognised BERTHS. oy gee 
as the offender of the “Say Hing” shop, On enquiry, it was Tae oe Aibaife of Lieut W Dawes, et Battn- 9th 


found that the Magistrate of Nan Hai had, on being informed 
of the affair by the English Consul, immediately apprehended 
the man Yu-a-He, and sentenced him to carry the “cangue” 
for a period of one month, as a warning to other offenders, 








PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA, 

Dates are to the 7th Oct. The English mail of July 26 and 
Aug. 10 arrived on tho 24th Sept. ‘The chief news is of 
the gale, whichis thus described :— 

A most disastrous storm passed oVeF 0M the 26th and 27th 
Sept., causing very much damage bot} to buildings and crops, 
and in the harbour considerable devastation to the shipping. 
The British ship Zigris, British barque Sabrina, Dutch barque 
Commisaire der Keenig von der Heim, and Louisa Kroomprin- 
cess van Sweiten, ave ashore, and it is fearcd that they will be 
unable to get off, The British barque Margaret Wilkie was 
obliged to cut away her masts, A long list of vessels sus- 
tained various amounts of damago through collision, &o., and 
about a dozen which drove on shore, it is supposed, will be 
abls to get off without much damage. 





JAVA. 

Messrs. A. van Hoboken and Sons, Reyust and Vinju, and Ave- 
_Mmaet and Co., have proposed to establish a regular steam com- 
munication between Australia and Java on receiving a subsidy 
from the Australian and Netherlands India Governments. It 
is not known what answer the latter has given, but the Go- 
vernors of New South Wales and Queensland have expressed 
warm approbation of tho project, and promised to give every 
assistance in their power in promoting it. It is proposed that, 
starting from Batavia, the steamersshould call at Sourabaya, Koo- 
pang, Cape York and Brisbane, with Sydney for the terminus, 
and the time to be consumed between the two places is 

reckoned at twenty-two days. 

A Dutch ship, the Willem Hendrik, which had recently ar 
rived from Holland, was totally destroyed by fire in the roads 
of Batavia on the night of the 24th September. The whole 
of her cargo was still on board. The cause of the fire had 
not been ascertained. 








STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are down to the 21st October. The mail of the 11th 
September arrived out on the 17th, and the French mail of the 
17th September on the 21st October. The Dutch attack on 
Assahan, and the memorial sent home, form the leading items, 
‘A copy of the resolutions at Penang on the matter will be found 
below. The Rajah of Assahan has ficd into the interior, 
where he intends to resist the Dutch advance. 

The Straits Times says :—The past fortnight has had more 
political significance than many of its predecessors, The quar- 
terly sessions of the Supreme Court, which began on the 9th 
October, have unexpectedly opened up discussion on one or two 
subjects of public interest. ‘The grand jurors, who have latterly 
confined themselves to the finding or rejecting of criminal 
indictments, and whose judicial functions are understood to be 
doomed, on this occasion returned to their ancient practice, and 
submitted to the court a presentment having reference to 
several of tho chief reforms required by the settlement. 

By last mail we mentioned the loss of the ship Haribelle 
on her way hence to Batavia, and we have now to report 
the loss of the ship Ocean Eagle on a similar voyage, 
Hopes are entertained of recovering the former vessel, but the 
latter is sunk in 15 fathom water. Sir Rutherford Alcock 
passed by last mail to Ching, 

The steamer Teen Chang, which returned from the wreck of 
the Iaribelle, brings part of the crew and some of the stores 
of the wrecked vessel, which is said to be still intact and hopes 
are entertained of getting her off as soon as the divers have 
got the ballast out. 

HLM.’s Straits steamer Pluto, from Penang and Malacca, 
having on board his Honour the Governor and establishment, 
has returned here, 

HLM2s surveying steamer Rifleman, Captain Ward, from 
Labuan with dates to the 4th Oct., having the Governor of 
Labuan on board, arrived in the harbour on the 9th.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—The remarks made in last report may be repeated. The sup- 
plies will probebly fall short of last season's, Exporters appear convinced 
at last that the standard of rates has been for some time too high, and the 
Chinese dealers, equally satisfied of the fact, are more inclined to yield 
than to hold, 

CanTon.—This market for the first fortnight remained very quiet, when 
some disposition was shown to renew purchases of scented teas, and this 
was closely followed by a sudden inquiry springing up for Congous, which 
resulted in the settlement of four chops at fully one tael declinein favour 








of buyers, when four more ehops were settled at somewhat higher rates, and 
me quote prices for this mail firmer. 

StancHa1—Black.—Since the date of our last we have received the 
London mails of the 26th July and 10th August, both bringing very 
unsatisfactory accounts of the home market for black teas this, 
together with the largeness of our eka, induced holders to 
make some concession in their demands, and a large business 
has resulted at irregular rates; 9 decline can, however, be quoted of 
about two taels on medium kinds, whilst common classes are unchanged. 
‘The arrivals from Harkow have been small, but our stock is still consider- 
able end nearly entirely composed of common and undesirable parcels. 
Settlements have been as under :—8 chops second and third crop Oopack, 
at taels 22.9.0 to 26.5.0; 6 chops second and jthird crop Ningchow, at 
taels 25.0.0 to 29.5.0; 18 chops second and third crop Oonahm, at 
taels 17.0.0 to 22.5.0; 8 chops second and third crop Hohow, at taels 
16.0.0 to 18.5.0 

‘Amoy.— Supplies continue to exhibit a marked falling off as compared 
with last season as will be evident by the statement given below. Congous 
are now to be bought on somewhat easier terms. During the mouth 
5,988 packages have been settled at $163 to 184 for common to fair 
flavory kinds, $20} for superior. Oolongs: Current rates are somewhat 
irregular but show an average decline of $1 to2on those last quoted. 
Settlements for the past ‘month comprise 15,797 Racker » besides 332 
cornmon Ankoi which have been taken at $13. We now quote mixed 
Ankoi and common grade $174 to $20. Fair cargo $22 to 25, and good 
to fair $26 to 34, 

Foocuow, Oct. 9.—Since the departure of the last mail there has 
been a dowiward tendency in prices of most descriptions suitable for 
shipment to England, and settlements have been made more freely, both 
for that quarter and Australia. There has, however, been less doing 
during the last day or two, and the market closes quiet, with the proba- 
bility of prices going still lower. For America settlements have been 
made in Oolongs at advanced rates. 

Hanxow.—A very fair business had been done during the past fort- 
night, and 60 chops altogether were reported settled, most of which, how- 
ever, were shipments for Shanghai for resale. Prices continued very ir- 
regular, but on the whole showed a decline of nearly one tael. 27 chops 
remained on offer. Quotations were—Oopacks, medium to good (third 
crop), tls. 21 to 23}; Oonahms, common to fair, tls. 13 to 21. Total 
shipments to date, 562 chops, or 284,300 chests, or 27,391,800 lbs., 
against 595 chops or 310,700 chests or 29,481,400 Ibs. to same date last 




















year, 

Kruxtanc.—Black Teas: About 8,700 packages had been settled and 
nearly 8,000 shipped on native account during the fortnight, and pur- 
chasers have forced a decline of about one tael, which would probably be 
increased when the last London advices had had time to be appreciated. 
‘The stock amounted to 5,400 packages mostly common and medium teas. 

Yoxouana.—During the past fortnight there has been no change in 
our tea market worthy of remark: a fair amount of business has been 
transacted ; nearly the whole of the settlements made being for the Amer- 
can market. Settlements for the above period amount to 2,000 piculs, 

iefly good medium and fine kinds, for which full prices have been 
paid. Stock now on offer consists of about 2,300 piculs, comprising 
the following, viz.:—Good common, 550 piculs; medium, 800 piculs ; 
good medium to fine, 900 piculs; finest, 100 piculs. Quotations are 
as follows :—Good common, $16,00 to 19,00; medium, $21,00 to 23,50; 
geod medium to fine, $24.50 to 28.00 ; finest, 30.00 to 35.00. 

Nacasaxt-—During the early part of this month fair supplies were 
received, and an active business resulted, at a slight advance on former 
rates. Holders are now very firm. The Northern Crown sailed on the 
13th September, with a full cargo of teas for London. 

Raw S1tx.—This mail will convey to Southampton, 2,633 bales and 
111 cases silk—to Marseilles, 445 bales silk and 194 cases silk worra eggs. 

SuaxcHat.—The London mail of 10th August arrived on the 25th 

September, bringing a confirmation of the reported decline in the Silk 
market of about 3s. per Ib. from the highest point. But these adrices 
were unfortunately accompanied by a telegram announcing large business 
doing in the London market at 30s. 6d. To this news amongst other 
causes we attribute much of the present firmness of holders, Settlements 
since the ult. are estimated at 2,500 bales, giving a total from the 
Ist June to date of 40,500 bales, via. 600 bales Chinas, and 5,900 
bales Japan, against a total of 15,500 bales for the corresponding period 
of lest season. Our unsold stock is now reduced to between 1,500 and 
2,000 bales, consisting almost entirely of the lower grades of Tsatlee, 
Taysaam and Yuenfa. As to future supplies, we cannot expect them to 
come forward very freely—that is to say, in excess of settlements taking 
place in this market. The silkmen as a body have little faith in the 
maintenance of prices at the present range, and are consequently unwilling 
to do more than a hand-to-mouth business between the country and this 
market. Tsatlees, Nos. I, taels 560 to 570 per picul; 2, taels 540 to 
550 do. ; 3, taels 515 to 530do. 

YoxouaMa.—The market seems to have become a little weaker 
several parcels having beeu disposed of at $10 to 20 less; but it must 
be borne in mind that the value of the dollar has risen within the last few 
days 2 to 3 per cent, in the native market, whereby the apparent loss to the 
teller has been compensated. A'week since 133 bales Ushio silk belong- 
ing to the Japanese Government were put up at auction; one half of the 
catalogue was knocked down to two foreign buyers at prices ranging from 
$640 to 665, for rather coarse medium quality; the rest was bought by 
Japanese, assisted by a Custom-house interpreter, in auch a way a8 to 
leave no doubt whatever of the fictitiousness of the sale. The total settle- 
ments of the fortnight may be estimated at 300 bales, making a total to 
date this season of 4,000 bales against 830 same time last year. The unsold 
stock on the market is heavy, we should say certainly 2,300 piculs, Busi- 
ness in silk worm’s eggs continues very active, the green ones remaining 
scarce and prices well supported ; the white ones on the contrary have been 
sold at daily declining figures. Quotations; Ida, inferior, 570 to 610;

White Spotted Shirt- 
ings, Dyed do., Brocades White and Coloured: The sales of the past fort- 
night are comprised in the settlement of 500 pieces of Dyed Spotted Shirt- 
ings, and 720 pieces of Coloured Brocades. Damasks and Chintse 
‘There are not any transactions to report in these goods. Hankerchiefs: 
1,500 dozen have found buyers. 

Raw Coron has met with 2 moderate amount of inquiry during the 
past fortnight, Lut the value of the staple shows a material decline as 
compared with the last mail’s quotations. The receipts during the fort- 
night of both Indian and native growth have been in excess of settlements, 
and it is anticipated that the former will come on still more freely ere 
long. Settlements of all descriptions amount to 8,750 bales. ‘The sales 
in the Canton market amount to 2,000 bales of Chinese, and 1,000 bales 
of Bengal cottan.

At Shanghai there has been an advance im the rates for 
Kenglish Coals, with sales of cargoes from godown at tacls 9.0.0 per ton, 
and a further advance may be expected, owing to the failure of the usual 
regular supplies from Great Britain. The prices from godown for 
English coals are now taels 9.0.0 to 10.0.0 per ton, according to quality. 
‘American coals are in some demand,’ at} taels 10 per ton from ship, at 
which rate the stocks afloat have been cleared. Sydney Coals of all 
kinds are in good request at the quoted rates, and all the arrivals on the 
market have been sold. Quotations from ship here are:—For English 
Coals, taels 8.5.0 to 9.0.0 per ton, nominal; Cardiff, taels 9.5.0 to 
10.0.0 per ton, nominal; American, taels 10.0.0 per ton, with sales ;

Stock Bank (previous to the sequestration), and they were ready to pay 
them, when this bill was filed, on the ground that the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank were large creditors of the Glasgow firm, and hada right of set 
off.

Rorrerpay, Nov. 24 

For weeks and months the Opposition have made much tapage 
about the supposition that the ministers should have influence 
upon the elections in Limberg, by writing letters, in which they 
promised that the Bill about the increasing of the ground tax 
(imps foncier) there should not be laid before the members of 
the States General in this sitting. Several members of the 
Opposition intcrpealed the Cabinet about these letters, so 
that Mr. Thorbecke was obliged to state that he, for himself, 
wished that when one or more letters written by him should 
exist, they might be printed, and when they should appear in 
an obscenous journal he would insert them in the official 
paper. Such a statement was made in the sitting of Saturday 
last. The whole Liberal party cried victory and thought that 
these compromising rumours were smothered. In the sitting 
of Monday last, however—when the discussions about the 
Budget were to be continued—our Premier rose at once, aud 
stated that he had heard since the last sitting that Mr. Betz, 
the Minister of the Financial Department, had written indeed 
a confidential letter to his friend and ex-colleagne, Mr. Van der 
Maesen de Sombreff, in which was spoken about the clections ; 
that a wrong use was made of this letter, so that the 
contents had become now of such a compromising character 
that Mr. Betz had been obliged to tender his resignation. It 
is still uncertain whether the King will accept it, but it is ge- 
nerally thought that it is impossible that the King will reject 
the demand for dismission. I do not think that Mr. Betz 
dishonoured himself by writing this letter, although the Oppo- 
sition says he did; but it is quite certain that he acted so 
imprudently that it is necessary that he should be discharged 
as Minister. Messrs. Bachicne, van Heukelom, and van Bosse 
are named as his successors ; but a rumour circulates that the 
Minister of Justice will defend, ad interim, the Financial Bud- 
get. 

It is said that Mr. van der Maesen de Sombreff ‘will tender 
his resignation as Member of the Second Chamber. So much 
is certain, that he has lost confidence. 

Except this indermezzo, the discussions about the Budgets pro- 
eced very calmly. Those for the Roman Catholic and Protes- 
tant services were passed respectively by 49 to 19 and 47 to 
18 votes. The Budget for justice was passed by 55 to 6, and 
that for foreign affairs by 35 to 11 votes. 

A little incident which took place at the discussion of the 
last-named Budget will give you the conviction that our Tories 
do all that is possible to thwart the measures of the Cabinet. 
Mr. Cremers wished for an increase of the salaries of some 
Dutch Ambassadors, avd especially for the Minister accredited 
‘at the Court of Washington. gThe high prices of all that is 
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wanted in that place obliged that respectful gentleman to hire 
a set of rooms above a hairdresser’s shop. Our Tories, how- 
ever, disapproved of the proposal of Mr. Cremers ; they made 
a stand for retrenchment and economy, and obliged our Minis- 
ter at Washington to remain dollarless and servantless. Our 
Opposition, whose ory always was and still is “The glory of 
the Court above all,” seems to be of opinion that it does not 
shock the glory of the Court when diplomatists are tumed into 
such ridicule that diplomacy must cease to form a portion of 
our policy. 

Notwithstanding our Budget, voting was always a fearfully 
long process ; it seems that this year the Budget will be voted 
quickly. Perhaps to-morrow that of Home affairs will be ap- 
prove, and as to that of the Colonial department, I think that 
no discussions of much importance will take place. All the 
members are waiting for the Culture Bill, and they spare their 
forces. In the meantime, we can read a deluge de brochures 
about this Bill, which is sharper attacked than defended by the 
press ; but, nevertheless, the general opinion is that the Liberal 
majority will give it its votum. 

Dr. Pierson, once one of our most beloved pastors of this town, 
but who resigned some time ago, has addressed to his late parish- 
ioners a last adieu, which created here a great scnsation. He 
resigned while his opinions upon religious matters did not per- 
mit him any longer to baptisc, to pray, to fulfil the other duties 
of the priestly oflice—which henamed “the official lies of the 
Church "—without being guilty of the grossest hypocrisy. He 
now has raised the flag of “humanity,” and states that the 
principles of his philosophy are widely spread in the National 
Church, He criticises severely the preachers in gencral, and 
paints the position of these men, who “ receive, amongst other 
things,” the confession of faith, while they themsclves 
entertain doubts as to invisible things—that is, maintenance 
of artifice and formalism.” Dr. Réville, his former colleague, 
answered to this last adieu, by his writ “Nous Maintiendrons,” 
which is a very eloquent speech, to demonstrate that the 
Church is a necessity, and that the faith in God and Christ is 
the bond which binds our society together. The profession of 
Dr. Pierson, he says, is one which will be received with cheers 
by the plebeians and social republicans. Drs. Pierson and Ré~ 
ville have their partisans, and it is not impossible that these 
two “ open letters” will have great consequences. 

Mr. Jz. J. Lion, the editor of the opposition organ, Vet Dag- 
blad van Zuid Holland and 'S Gravenhage, advertised that he will 
publish within a few days his Testament Politique (Myn Poli- 
tieke Loopbaan.) This journalist was a liberal clorical, and be- 
longs now to the ultra-tories, This book, without doubt, will 
be a remarkable one. 

P.S.—It is still uncertain whether the King will grant the 
asked dismission of Mr. Betz as Minister of the Financial 
Department. Several Cabinct Councils were held yesterday 
and to-day. A rumour circulates in the Hague that the whole 
Cabinct will resign ; I do not believe, however, that it is well 
founded. Much sensation is caused here by a telegram from 
Brussels, announcing that King Leopold is so very ill that it is 
thought impossible that he will recover. The States General 
(2nd Chamber) have voted 19,000,000 f for the construction 
of State Railwaysin 1866. Mr.J. van Lennep published 
some days ago a comic grammar of the Dutch language, which 
created a furore. I regret for his reputation, as homme de lettres, 
that it is only an imitation of the “ Comic English Grammar” 
(London, R. Beatley, 1851). Not only was the text imitation, 
but also our famous Verveer made uso of the cliches of your 
most regretted J. Leech. Poor plagiarists!

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampore, November 23, 

From the protocol of the last sitting of the Vionna Chamber 
of Commerce it appears that a resolution was passed to send 
a deputation to the new Minister for Trade, praying for the 
immediate establishment of an Austrian Consulate in Japan, 
for the protection of their commercial interests in that 
country. Although this shows that these gentlemen are alive 
to the importance of their petition, it shows a certain degree of 
ignorance on their part not to be aware that the relations of 
Austria with such a country as Japan are on a very different 
footing to those in Europo and othor parts of the world, where, 
as a matter of courtesy, a consul would be received without any 
great difficulty, and allowed to protect the interests of his 
fellow-subjects. Austrian shipowners have sent in complaints 
to their Government that their vessels are not allowed to enter 
ports of Japan, but are turned back, and naturally enough seek 
for redress ; but they appear to bequite unaware that this can 
only be done by the preliminary means of a treaty, in which 
such rights are specially stipulated. A dozen or two of Austrian 
vessels find employment in the China seas, and, no doubt, 
consider themselves very hardly treated at not being enabled 
to accept a charter to carry a cargo from a port of China 
to one in Japan, and thus compete with the Prussian and 
other treaty flags. It is truc Austria has Consuls in 
China, without having concluded a treaty with the Celestial 
Empire; but, as they have no regular exequatur, they are 
themselves only there on sufferance, and recognised only by tho 
local authorities out of courtesy. But, as I have indicated in a 
former letter, the new Minister, Baron Willerstorf, has already 
expressed his intention of taking the needful stops, and I have 
reason to believe that an expedition will be fitted out for that 
purpose, and sail in the spring for China and Japan. 

The extensive silk merchant, Herr Siegfried, of Crofeld, in 
Rhenish Prussia, lately received 20,000 cartoons, each con- 
taining 45,000 silkworm eggs from Japan, whither he had 
sent some agents to make the needful purchases. His en+ 
terprise has been rewarded with the most perfect success, and 
sold so well in France and Italy as not only to pay all the 
expenses, but to leave a clear profit of 500,000 dollars. Ho 
has now again sent out six agents to Japan to make further 
purchases of silkworm eggs for him in that country. 

In the last number of the Transactions of tho Russian 
Imperial Geographical Society is a very interesting article con- 
taining a description of an excursion to Yehol, the summer 
residence of the Chinese Emperors, The writer states that 
he is the first ocular witness that has visited that locality 
since the embassy of Lord Macartney, in 1793, Another 
article in the same number gives an account of the vestiges of 
ancient glaciers in the western ramifications of the Tian-Chan,

HONG KONG FINANCES. 

By last. mail we received minutes of two meetings of the 
Hong Kong Legislative Council, held respectively on the 12th 
snd 23rd of September, for the purpose of discussing and 
passing the estimates for 1866, In comparing the proposed 
expenditure with the estimated revenue for the ensuing year, 
we regret to find an apparent deficit of something like 
$128,000, a state of affairs which contrasts very unfavourably 
with the financial prosperity lately enjoyed by the colony under 
the administration of Sir Herccies Ronrnsoy. This retrograde 
movement may be attributed partly to the heavy contribu- 
tion exacted by the Home Government towards the main- 
tenance of a garrison on the island, and partly to the high es- 
timate for the expenses of the new Mint, which are stated by 
the Colonial Treasurer to be far more than the colony can 
afford. These two items, with one of minor importance rela- 
tive to the tolls proposed to be levied for the support of a 
lightship at the Basses Rocks, formed the salient points of 
interest discussed at the mectings abovereferred to. 

With regard to the Mivt, much dissatisfaction, as well as 
great diversity of opinion seemed to have prevailed. Notwith- 
standing the heavy expenses attending the establishment— 
amounting to $41,000 per annum, of which some $19,000 
would be paid in salaries, and uo less than $12,000 for coal 
—Captain Krxper calculates that if kept regularly occupied the 
Mint will yield a profit of £50,000 per annum. On the other 
hand, the Colonial Treasurer argues that, at the present price 
of bar silver, no profit can accrue, as the average price in Lon- 
don is 63, 13d. per 0z,; freight and insurance cost three per 
cent., andadding to this the Mint charge of two per cent,, it 
followed that a dollar of the same weight and touch as the 
current Mexican could not be produced under 4s. 8d. The ex- 
penditure of coal certainly seems to us enormous, and we think 
there must be a possibility of effecting some reduction in this 
item alone which will conduce to a more favourable result. 
It also appears tous that the anxicty of the Colonial Treasurer 
respecting the result of coining bar silver into dollars is quite 
misplaced. It was never intended that the Government should 
import bar silver into Hong Kong and there coin it as a specu- 
lation. The business of the Mint is merely to coin into dol- 
lars the silver sent in for that purposo by tho merchants, 
making, we presume, the same charges as are customary at the 
Indian mints, namely, one per mille for melting and 2 per cent. 
seigniorage. If these terms givea profitable result in India— 
which is undoubtedly the case—we sce no reason why they 
should not do the same in Hong Kong. Moreover, if it pays 
the merchant to buy the Mesican dollar at a premium which 
has of course paid scigniorage to the Mexican mint, besides 
an export duty, it must be equally remunerative to him to 
have his silver coined into Hong Kong dollars; the only 
difference being that the profit which formerly accrued to 
Mexico will then accrue to the Mint at Hong Kong. Until 
the present entirely exceptiornl state of exchange arose, the 
value of the Mexican dollar was never lower than the relative 

















priceof bar silver, but was on the ccntrary generally much higher, 
sometimes to the extent of Gd. per sunce ; aud there is every 
probability that the new Hong Kong duller will ow acquire a 
permanently higher value than that lately averagya by the 


Mexican, When once the Mint is in operation wo are con- 
vinced that all doubts as to its remunerativeness will soon be 
dispelled. One thing is quite certain, that while the Mint is 
idle the consumption of coal and some other outlays will be 
in abeyance. 

The growing prosperity of the colony during the past few 
years seems to have been too tempting a bait to be resisted by 
the Home Government, who snapped at the opportunity of 
imposing a tax of £20,000 per annum on its revenues for the 
support of the garrison. Sir HERCULES RosiNnson, shortly 
before his removal to Coylon, wrote a despatch requesting that 
this heavy tax on the resources of the colony might be re- 
scinded;and to this no reply had been received, and the 
amount, therefore, appears in the estimates as usual. There is, 
however, a possibility of a favourable answer, in which case a 
very large item will be removed—wholly or in part—from the 
debit side of the account. 

With regard to the toll proposed to be levied on shipping, 
the Acting Governor very properly recommended the Council 
not to sanction the imposition of any direct tax, which would 
destroy the character of Hong Kong as a “free port.” But 
inasmuch as itwas impossible to ignore entirely the usefulness 
of the light on the Basses Rocks, the matter appears to have 
been compromised by voting a round sum of £500 towards 
its support, Mr. MeRcER seems to have fallen into a most 
unaccountable error in laying this proposition before 
the Council ; he first speaks of a lighthouse on the Basses, and 
afterwards says, “he has seen somewhere a statement that such 
“a lighthouse did not exist; but from the papers he has re- 
“ceived from tho Home Government he can only infer that 
“there really is a light upon those rocks.” Had His Excxt- 
uescy taken the trouble to refer carefully to the papers 
received from the Home Government — among which the 
Queen’s Order in Council must have been included—he would 
there have seen a distinct statement that a light-ship, not a 
lighthouse, had been established on the Basses, He would thus 
have avoided the amusing inconsistency of weighing the value 
of a vague “ statement” which he had seen “ somewhere” against 
that of an official document issued by the Home Government. 
The apparent discrepancy seems to have so puzzled His Ex- 
CELLENCY that, after an ineffectual attempt to reconcile tho two 
conflicting ideas, he appears to have “given it up,” like an 
obscure riddle. 


DUTCH AGGRESSIONS IN SUMATRA. 

For some time past the Dutch authorities in the Island of 
Sumatra, where they have possessions on the West coast, have 
been insidiously makiug encroachments on the independent 
native States on the East const, evidently with the view of 
taking the whole island and its inhabitants under their control. 
At first they went to work in diplomatic fashion,and annexedin 
a suspiciously quiet, if not underhand manner, some six years 
ago, the important State of Siak, notwithstanding the Conven- 
tion of 1824, between the British and Netherlands Govern- 
ments, securing the independence of all the native States not 
ceded atthat date. Up to the period of this annexation in 
1859, an active trade was carried on between Siak and the 
Straits Settlements, in British manufactures and native produce, 
according to s liberal tariff arranged by treaty at the time 
Bencoolen was ceded to Holland by Great Britain, in exchange 
for Malacca. The consequence of the Dutch arbitrarily super- 
seding the Ragau in the government of Siak was that the mer- 
chandise sent by the traders of Singapore, and the products 
exported, were subjected to the odious system of double duties 
which prevails at Java, on all exports or imports other than 
Dutch. With a dereliction of duty which it is difficult to ac- 
count for, the then Governor of Singapore, Penang, and the other 
Straits Settlements (Mr, BLUNDELL), took no notice of this in- 
fringement of the Convention ; nor even alluded to adespatch of 
the late Lord Parsterston’s, remonstrating with the Dutch for 
establishing military stations at the ports on the East coast, which 
led to their withdrawal in 1843, This pusillanimous conduct 
on the partof the Straits authorities was further taken advan- 
tage of by the Dutch taking possession of Delhi, not more than 
tivo years ago. 

Emboldened by these successes, they endeavoured to ex- 
tend their encroachments into Assahan, a dependency of the 
ancient Kingdom of Acheen. However, the Rasau of that 
State refused to enter into the arbitrary conditious offered 
to him, which would virtually deprive him of that inde- 
pendence provided by the Convention of 1824. Finding 
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that he would not succumb to threats or promises, the Dutch 
Government recently fitted out an armed expedition at 
Rhio, which arrived at the port of Assahan, whero the 
Dutch flog flies over the town ; and we learn by the last ad- 
vices from Singapore that “the Rasam has been compelled to 
“fly from his capital and take refuge in the recesses of the 
“ forests of Sumatra, accompanied by a few of his principal 
“adherents.” Now, if this Rasa and his Government were 
barbarous and contumacious in their relations with the Dutch 
or other foreigners desiring to introduce commerce and civiliza- 
tion amongst the people, the case would resolve itself into one 
of those inevitable encroachments where the world at large 
would bene&t by substituting European for native rule, and, 
consequently, a better regulated system of trade. Such, 
however, is not the case. Here was an enlightened native 
Prince, who ruled with mild sway, and, though not recognis- 
ing the principles of free trade, yet levied a tariff of duties 
that was of a more liberal character than any which the 
Dutch have at their own ports. Under these circumstances an 
unjustifiable aggression has been made by their aggrandizing 
neighbours, and a grievous wrong perpetrated on an unoffend- 
ing and friondly native prince. We all know how easily it is 
for the stronger to pick a quarrel with the weaker State for the 
purpose of self-aggrandizement, and in this instance we have a 
most barefaced example without a shadow of excuse. 

But the matter does not rest here. Our interests, if not our 
honour, is involved in the issue. On the one hand, the British 
Government is bound to see that the clauses of the Convention, 
providing for the independence of the native States, are not in- 
fringed by the Dutch ; and, on the other, that the commerce 
of the Straits Settlements is not injured by the protective du- 
ties of that vation, as established at their own ports, exclusively 
for their own benefit. The Penang Gazette very appropriately 
remarks on these points, “whether we are to allow the Dutch 
“to continue their efforts, and annihilate our Sumatra trade, 
“and placidly leave some of our Penang merchants, who, rely- 
“ing on British protection, and treaties with Assaban, have in- 
“vested large sums of moucy there, to be returned in native 
“ produce, to have themselves despoiled, or whether wo shall 
“assert our rights, and insist on the withdrawal of tho Dutch 
“ forces from the East coast of Sumatra.” To these retmonstrances 
the local Government is apparently silent ; and no active mca- 
sures have been taken to protect British interests at the port 
of Assahan, Under these circumstances a meeting was held 
on the 29th September, convened by the sheriff, and attended 
by the most influential merchants of Penang, to take the 
subject into consideration. A set of resolutions were then 
passed, with a view to bring the question before the Home 
Government, that some decisive measures be taken to settle 
the question finally, viz., what right the Dutch have to control 
the States on the eastern coast of Sumatra. These resolutions, 
which we publish in the London and China Telegraph, are framed 
in the best possible spirit, and we trust they will have the desired 
effect in the proper quarter. We learn also that a memorial to 
the same effect, signed by the most influential merchants of 
Singapore, has been forwarded to the Foreign Office. Unfortu- 
nately, Parliament is uot in session, otherwise the question 
could be ventilated in the House of Commons, and some 
explanation obtained from the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs. Meanwhile, a deputation of those gentlemen now in 
England connected or interested in the prosperity of the Straits 
Settiements will in all probability wait upon Lord Cuarenpoy,and 
request his interference with the Netherlands Government in 
the matter. Irrespective of this, surely there is an impartial 
member of the Dutch Legislature sufficiently independent and 
friendly to this country to ask his administration for an ex- 
planation. In matters of finance and business we have the 
highest opinion of the honour and integrity of the Dutch 
nation,.and we hope they will not sully their fair fame in 
acting in this dishonourable manner towards a weak State in 
the Far East. The day may come when some strong enemy 
may try to crush them, and how can they expect leniency in 
Europe when they give none at Sumatra ? 





PROPOSED IMPROVEMENT OF THE PORT OF GALLE, 

A Progect for constructing a breakwater at Point de Galle, 
enlarging its area, providing a graving dock, building wharves 
and storehouses, connecting the two extremities by tramway, 
and otherwise providing conveniences for shipping, has been 
submitted, together with detailed estimates of cost, to 
the. Home Government, for the purpose of securing its assent 





to the plans so far as to recommend their adoption to the 
Colonial Government, and to guarantee a given interest on the 
outlay. That outlay is estimated at somewhat less than half- 
a-million pounds sterling; but whilst the execution of the 
entire project is desirable, it is pointed out that it admits of 
bring carried out progressively in detail, the most imperious 
requirement being the construction of the eastern breakwater, 
to protect the harbour from the south-west monsoon. This 
latter work would eularge the anchorage ground from 56 
to 240 acres, itself an important consideration. A minor 
feature in the scheme is the removal or levelling of the 
dangerous rocks that stud this port. Not only is the harbour 
unsafe and of insufficient area even for present requirements, 
but the arrangements necessitated for shipment, transhipment, 
and unloading involve the loss of time and money, So long 
as the port is in its present condition, the resort of vessels 
thither must be checked, aud the development of Ceylon in 
various ways be checked, With all its want of safety and positive 
inconvenience, the touuage of the harbour is yearly increasing. 
No less than four lines of steamers, including the Peninsular and 
Oriental and Messageries Imperiales put in here; steam 
transports, to and from Europe and tho East unfailingly 
stop at Galle for supplies; and were that harbour 
provided with a graving dock, hundreds of vessels which 
now have to make their way to Bombay and Calcutta for repair, 
would annually enter for this purpose alone. ‘The trade of 
China and Japan with Australia and the southern Indian Archi- 
pelago ia increasing the demand for these facilities, which a 
judicious outlay of capital in improving the harbour accom- 
modation would provide. It will be seen, from the particulars 
we shall proceed to give of this project, that it assumes a mag- 
nitude far beyond what individual enterprise could be expected 
to undertake, short of au Imperial guarantee, even with the 
concession of dock, wharfage, and water dues. Such a guarantee 
at once lays hold of the available capital in our market, and, as 
to its principle, reasons equally cogent with those that led ths 
British Government to guarantee a percentage on the cost of con~ 
structing the great Indian railway lines, applies to this under- 
takiag ; which, in its completion, apart from its more general 
commercial advantages, would properly supplement those im- 
provements in interval communications now being carried out 
in Ceylon, Although the construction of a tramway from 
Colombo to Galle is no part of the present project, it is evident 
that when vessels can be loaded and unloaded along 
the wharves, by a tramway on the level road between the 
two—a distance of 72 miles—produce could be brought down 
to Galle at far less expense than shipping at Colombo. We 
must: premise that we aro indebed for the project to Mr. J. J. 
Garn.istoy, of the civil service, aud who, whilst in England, has 
associated with himself in the preparation of his plans and es- 
timates two distinguished professional gentlemen. The schema 
is entitled to the greater confidence from the fact that its 
author, by personal visits to the Portland breakwater, and con- 
sultation with the Government engineers, has availed himself 
of all the experience acquired in that work. 

‘Lhe proposed Ceylon breakwater consists of a centre at the 
Mata Mada Rocks, having a chanuel on each side, the western 
side of the breukwater running out towards these rocks from 
the south-eastern bastion of Galle Fort, 1,400 feet, with a wharf 
on its harbour face of 1,000 feet. The eastern wing would ex- 
tend from Watering Point 2,400 feet towards the Mata Mada 
Rocks, with a wharf on its harbour face 1,500 feet in length. 
These wharves would be provided with a double tramway and 
sheds. The completed tramway, in circling the entire harbour, 
would cover a length of 34 miles. In examining the financial 
portion of the scheme we find the estimate for the eastern 
wing, exclusive of superintendence and supply of plant, with 
wharf on the harbour face, £194,000 ; for the western wing 
£75,000. The cost of the central portion, to include founda, 
tion for a lighthouse, will be but £18,500 ; to which, if we add. 
the cost of a graving dock at Watering Point, £80,000, we reach 
a total of £337,500. Tho superintendence and supply of 
plant on the western side of the breakwater is placed at £23,000, 
and on the eastern side at £20,000 ; the blowing up of rocks, 
£20,000 ; storehouses on either side, £15,000, minor charges 
and cost of tramway bringing up the total to £166,950 
The cost of material would be eco nomised by the use of timbe 
from Batticaloe for the harbour face and landing stage, aud. 
stone from the Crown lands on the eastern side of the harbour. 
Every accomodation for coaling is provided in the plans, whilst 
native water and cargo boats will be altogether dispensed with, 
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vessels being supplied with water from the usual source by 
means of hose, The shipment of coal on board vessels will 
involve but a third of the present cost, thus affording a wide 
margin of profit. The calculation of returns, according to 
data provided in the official report of the shipping business 
of the harbour for the twelve months ending September, 1864, 
offers @ return of nine per cent. on the sum required to carry 
out the material features of this scheme. 

The plan, subject to such official modifications as may be sug- 
gested, involves the purchase by the Government of such private 
Jand as will be needed for the tramway and necessary stations, 
and its transfer to the company cn payment of cost, with an 
extension of authorisation to the company to collect harbour 
and wharfago dues and railway tolls, and to appropriate the 
same to the benefit of shareholders. We regard the scheme 
as one which the Home Government would be disposed to 
regard favourably, even if entailing on it the payment of tho 
guarantee ; but we are satisfied that, on the strength of the con- 
siderations we have urged, individual capitalists will embark 
their money on the faith that that percentage will be largely 
exceeded by the immediate returns, avd that the revenue de- 
rivable will augment from year to year. Without entering on 
more statistics, we may state generally that the business of the 
port of Galle is rapidly increasing ; but with this increase, with 
this greater resort to the port and this onlarging trade, the 
existing inconveniences are more severely felt, 
occasions vessels have actually to cruise outside waiting 
for o berth in harbour, With the plan for the im- 
provement of the harbour fully matured, with the money 
waiting, as it were, to be advanced, it is not fair that 
individual interests concerned in the Eastern shipping trade 
should be longer jeopardised, and one of our most prosperous 
colonies continue unprovided with a sufficient and safe anchor- 
age at her most important outlet. We trust to hear soon 
that the Ceylon Government have agreed to favour this schemo 
by all means in its power. We presumo that Sir Hercunes 
Roprxson was waiting for the advices of the Home Government, 
or he would have noticed the matter in his address to the 
Legislative Council. 








THE AMERICAN MINISTERS FOR CHINA AND

Peking and the Pekingese; by D. T. Renste, M.D., Staff- 
Surgeon. John Murray, Albermarle-strect.* 

To all interested in either the history of our relations 
with China, or the study of Chinese character, the publi- 
cation of Dr. Reunie’s valuable work on Peking and the 
Pekingese is the great literary event of the month. Written in 
good plain Evglish, and in a lively, unaffected style ; founded 
entirely on the personal experience and observations of the 
writer ; replete with valuable information, and interspersed 
with incidents and anecdotes of the most amusing character, 
it must, of necessity, become one of the most popular books in 
China. Dr. Rennic’s narrative takes the form of a daily journal, 
commencing with the establishment of the Englishand French 
Legations iu Peking in March, 1$61, and coucludiug with bis 
departure for Shanghai in April, 1962 ; his regiment (the 31st) 
being thenceforward employed in the operations requisite to 
clear a “ thirty-mile radius” round Shanghai from the Taipings, 
The work is a wholesome exception to tae numerous bouk- 
making efforts lately indulged in by travellers in China and 
Japan. With regard to the latter country especially, a short 
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visit, including a few weeks’ stay at one or two of the Treaty 
Ports, and a trip through the Suwonada, has been deemed 
sufficient excuse for a bulky volume made up entirely of 
historical accounta which might be found in any cyolopadia, 
copious extracts from Thunberg and Kempfer, and glowing 
descriptions of scenery. Dr. Rennie’s work is a daily journal 
of events that occurred during 8 most interesting period, 
carefully and conscientiously recorded in an easy, natural style, 
which in itself is sufficient corroboration of the author's state- 
ment that when he came to re-write the narrative for publica. 
tion he found so few ainendments necessary that he was 
enabled to transcribe almost the whole of it verbatim. Dr. 
Rennie’s position in Peking, bringing him as it did in contact 
with all classes of natives, afforded more than ordinary oppor- 
tunities of forming a just estimate of their character, in which 
he of course received great assistance from the accomplished 
sinologues connected with the Legations. Tho estimate thus 
formed he avows to be much more favourable than that usually 
entertained by foreigners. He says:— 

1 have left the country with the conviction that the Chinese nation, as 
awhole, is a much less vicious one than, as a consequence of opinions 
formed from a limited and unfair field of observation, it has become cus~ 
tomary to represent it; further, that the lower orders of the people gene- 
rally are better conducted, more sober and industrious, and, taken alto~ 
gether, intellectually superior to the correspouding classes of our own 
countrymen, 

We must, however, take exception to the clause which de- 
scribes the lower classes of Chinese as “ intellectually superior” 
to the corresponding classes of English, although they may be 
more sober, seeing that the opium pipe in China takes the 
place of the alcoholic stimulants in use among ourselves, 
Neither can wo endorse the following, which has reference to a 
| dispute between Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. and the 
| Custom-house authorities at Canton :— 

‘There are strong grounds for believing that in almost every dispute 

which ariscs between ourselves and the Chinese, we are in the first instance 
in the wrong ; but, unfortunately, the Chinese equally invariably adopt 
the wrong method of putting matters right, and by the time the case be= 
comes one for consular legislation, the original wrong committed by us is 
entirely lost sight of, and the accumulated errors of the Chinese alone 
made the subject of consideration ; consequently, as a general rule, the 
get the worst of such appeals, and hence the indignation which Mr. Ped- 
der’s promptitude of action has occasioned. 
Subsequent revelations have shown that in their differences 
with tne Imperial Customs our merchants were by no means 
invariably in the wrong. Of the various Celestial magnates 
who came under Dr. Rennie’s observation, Priuco Kung was the 
chief. He is described as being gentleman-like and courteous 
in demeanour, cordial and friendly in ordinary intercourse, but 
naturally somewhat reserved in his diplomatic capacity. On 
one of his visits to the Legation we are told that :— 

Before Wang-se-ang arrived, the Prince took up a European ‘map 
which they keep in the office, with the names entered in Chinese charac, 
ters, and pointing to Russia, said, “that is a large country, but it is not 
enough for them ; they came last year and took that from us,” placing his 
fingers on the territory annexed by Russia beyond the Amoor, and when 
0 doing displayed more character and feeling than Mr. Hart has ever 
noticed before—evidently regarding it as a great wrong which had been 
done them. 


Of Heng-Ki, who.was “ Hoppo” or Commissioner of Cus- 
toms at Canton during the regime of the allied Commis- 
sioners, we have also some interesting particulars :— 


Hang-Ki, one way or another, has had a rather troubled time of it since 
1857. Amongst other events, about six months after the capture of 
Canton, he, along with Pih-kwei, the Governor, installed by the English 
and French in Yeh's place, were made prisoners, and kept in durance for 
three months. It was Mr. Parkes who got the ir up, and it was an 
odd instance of retributive justice that he should afterwards be visited in 
prison by Hang-Ki, and be in some measure indebted to him for his 
teleare. The facts of the case are the following :—" The Allied Com- 
missioners thought that the local authorities (Pih-kwei and Hang-Ki) 
intended to bolt from Canton, and it was thought desirable to prevent 
this; at the same time it was considered equally undesirable to make a 
public seizure of them, as it might lead to a disturbance. Another course, 
therefore, was adopted. Hang-Ki and Pib-kwei were invited to the yamun 
of the Allied Commissioners, to discuss certain matters of business, and 
in the course of conversation they were led on to express the great admi- 
ration they had for the English character, and the dillicult and dangerous 
position they bad placed themselves in with the populace, by consenting 
to administer the government in concert with the Allics, and that they 
were consequently looked upon as traitors, and occasionally hooted in the 
streets, Having got them thus far, the information was broken to them, 
that with the view of relieving them from the dificult and painful posi- 
tion in which they appeared to be placed, and further, to relieve them from 
the suspicion of being traitors, it had beea determined by the Allied 
Commissioners to detain them as prisoners, which they were to consider 
themselves. As a matter of course, they were horribly disgusted, and 
really, under the cireumstances of their seizure, it was not to be wondered 
at 5 as the trick was just such a one as they themselves would play, and 
consequently, the more acutely felt by them. They were confined ina

room in the yamun, and kept there for three months, Mr. Hart visited 
them the first morning of their imprisonment, and asked them how 
they badslept. Pih-kwei replied that he was not accustomed to sleep with 
men with iron-clad feet and clanking fire-arms walking about outside his 
door, They both professed to be s0 disgraced by the indignity to which 
they bad been subjected, that they were clamorous to be led to immediate 
execution, preferring death to dishonour." 


Further on, the author says:— 

Respecting Hang-ki, I fet the following additional information :— 
His salary, while he was Hoppo at Canton, was only two thousand four 
hundred taels, or eight hundred pounds sterling a-year, that being the 
salary attached to the office, while eight thousand ‘eels monthly is not 
mateivently expended in his yamun; it being customary that a China- 
man, when he gets a good berth, is followed by most of his relations, who 
live upon him during his tenure of office. Hang-Ki is believed to have 
made three hundred thousand taels during the time he was at Canton, and 
to have been squeezed out of one-third of the amount since his return to 
Peking. When Mr. Hart saw him st Canton, shortly before he left, be 
told him that he intended investing his money in pawabroking associa 
tions, which are about the most profitable clase of investments in China.” 

The following, which also has reference to Hang-Ki, is an apt 
illustration of the lamentably low standard of official morality 
which pervades their whole system :— 

Mr. Hart says, that in the most unblushing manner both the Prince 
and Wan-se-ang declared, that from one of their red-buttoned mandarins 
down to a tinckchai, or orderly, there is bardly a person in the Government 
employment they can trust. ‘They profess to be fally impressed with the 
good fortune which they now enjoy of having foreigners in their employ- 
ment who speak the truth, and on whose Teports they can with confidence 
ct, from the assurance they feel of their being in accordance with facts, 
The Prince expressed an opinion that they should send a high official, 
like War-se-ang himself, to visit the ports where foreign trade is carried 
on; and on the latter 





n saying, “ Will Hang-Kido? Shall we send bim?’ 
the Prince shook his head, and said, “No, no, he has been too Jong at 
Canton. His reports would be Pretty sure to be drawn up in aceordance 
with the principles which he took for his guidance when fe was collector 
Of customs there.” 

1” This, as well as the following extracts, show how complotely 
this corruptuess in the administration of the Government has 
subverted all order, and how philosophically even the most 
enlightened among the ruling classes resign themselves to the 
existing state of things :-— rt 

Mr. Wade had a visit from Tsun-how, who talked very rationally on 
public ‘tmatters, and alluded to a pamice in the classics, which says that, 
« When a system has been too long in operation, it becomes worn out, 
and requires modification to enable it to endure.” Now,” he remarked, 
“our system is of that nature, and requires modification and change to 
enable it to continue,"—a very sensible and Pertinent observation. 

Many interesting details are given of the coup delat, by 
which the Council of Regency, appointed to govern during 
the present Emperor’s minority, was overthrown, and Prince 
Kung installed os Prime Minister. The circumstances at- 
tending the oxecution of the Princes of I and Ching, or 
rather the act of suicide they were “ permitted ” to substi 
tute for it, forcibly remind us of the custom of “ Haru-k: 
prevailing in Japan, In each case by avoiding a public execu- 
tion the property of the delinquent is saved from confiscation, 
and disgrace to his family averted, the difference being that 
in Japan the act is consummated by means ofa short sword 
worn for the purpose ; while in China a silken cord is sent, 
or supposed to be sent, to the victim by the Emperor. 

,, The sending of the silken cord is a metaphorical expression, No cord 
is sent them, but immediately on receiving the order to commit suicide 
they descend to a chamber “in the prison of the Imperial Clan Court, 
where arrangements are made for the purpose, and the machinery of death 
is kept in readiness. Having mounted on a stool, they request one of the 
attendants to adjust the noose, and, as soon as this is done, the stool is 

wulled from under them. In thi ay died the Princes of I and Ching. 

‘he advantage accruing from this mode of death is that it saves their pro- 
Perty from confiscation, whereas public decapitation entails the lost of 
Property. 

Among much information of a solid and useful nature 
(though never heavy) these volumes contain numerous lively 
anecdotes iMlustrative of the more amusing side of Chinese cha- 
racter. Hero is an example :— 

Happening to mention to Mr. Hart that Madame de Bourboulon rode 
out yesterday on horseback, and that it was the first time a Western female 
had'been seen on horseback in the streets of the Celestial capital, he 
mentioned to me an illustration of Chinese wit that lately occurred at 
Shanghai. A Chinaman from the country heppened to come into the 
forcign: settlement, and there, for the first time, saw a European female 
on horseback. He immediately asked a town friend what had become of 
her other leg, who, being a wag, replied that she was one of the female 
Dertaian leaders, and that she had lost her leg at the taking of the Taku- 
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In conclusion, we recommend the book not only to those 
Specially interested in the country of which it treats, but also 
to the general reader.

THE CEYLON COFFEE CROP FOR 1864-5. 

The reputation of Ceylon among investors will be increased by the 
fact that the last season has produced a maximum crop, accompanied by 
an enhancement, in ber own special case, of the value of the berry as 
compared with last season’s prices, and this with an actual decline in the 
consumption of coffee in England. The last crop amounts to no less than 
876,097 cwt,, the quantity shipped at last adviees, comprising 607,734 cwt. 
of plantation and 268,363 cwt. of native.® In the distribution of this 
crop, Great Britain receives 821,086 cwt., France being the next largest 
Customer to the amount of 25,135 cut., followed by Australia and the 
United States ; which latter country, owing mainly to the resumption of 
her China trade, takesa fourth less than in 1864, being credited for the 
year with but 9,939 ewt. The increase of the French demand, as shown 
by the direct exports, amounting to 25,185 cwt.,anamount largely exceeding 
any shipment since the very exceptional one of 18G1, and to which is to 
be added the supplies that cross the channel from this country, constitutes 
@ most encour: feature, as showing a compensatory influence at work 
for that decline in consumption which this country exhibits. 

Although the deliveries of coffee from all quarters in the United States 
have largely increased the present year, the stock on hand in October was 
5,000 tons below the average of the last five years, showing increased con- 
sumption. We may, therefore, look to America as well as the Continent 
for a reduction in the present European stock, amounting to 87,420 tons, 
being an excess of 19,726 over the amount on hand at the same date last 
year. Ceylon may be congratulated on having comparatively gained on 
the coffee product of Java the last year; that is to say, the excess which 
Java has to show is lessthan ever, having been for the past season but 
895,000 cwt. The Java yield, it must be remembered, is likely to be 
shortly increased by the transfer to a Dutch company, for purposes of 
cultivation, of a large area of crown lands; and, indeed, the late increased 
yield is attributable not only to a favouring season, but the removal of cer~ 
tain restrictions. We find the coffee crop of Ceylon for the same periods 
1864-5, one-third that of Brazil,!a proportion of which Ceylon may be 
justly proud. Brazil has cultivated coffee on a large scale since 1821, and 
the Netherlads India‘from the middle of the last century ; whilst Ceylon, 
which has made coffee a prime article for only 28 years, can already show 
@ season’s crop of 876,000 cwt. against 1,271,000 cwt. of Java, and 
2,531,000 of Brazilian produce. The total annual supply of the three 
countries has thus been raised to 4,678,000 cwts. Allowing for the ad- 
ditional investments of capital, and the enlarged area of forest land 
brought under cultivation, we may place the yield of Ceylon next season 
at 950,000 cwt. The high prices commanded for choice samples of 
plantation Ceylon, and its increasing Continental estimation, together 
with the late advance from 6d.to 1s. on the finer and well-selected 
descriptions, afford an amount of encouragement that will certainly have 
its effect on investors, indicating, as it docs, that any future tendency to a 
fall in prices from supply overtaking demand, will first be felt in the stocks 
of Java and Brazil, and that a portion even of the existing demand—owing 
to the displacement now going on—will be more and more largely filled 
up by Ceylon supplies. On the other hand, improved internal communi- 
cations will cheapen the cost of delivery at Colombo, and those increased 
financial facilities which cannot be long delayed, added to improved skill 
in cultivation, will enable the producer to realise as profit a greater pro- 
portion of market value. 

‘The coffee production of Ceylon must be immensely augmented with 
the opening up of the Lower Badulla Road, the extension of the railwa 
to Gampolla, with a branch line to Nawalapettia, thence to Dickoya, witl 
a tramway across Saffragram and Rackwane tojthe Gongalla and Mooroowa 
Korle districts, In this enlargement of enterprise, the coffee companies 
already formed and yet to be formed in Londea will uo doubt take a pro- 
minent lead, For the preseat, and pending the carrying out those im— 
provements to which we have referred, great attraction is offered to 
investors by the Matella Coffee Estates Company. Even without a rail- 
way to Matella, the advantages are very great. The estimated dividend, 12 

tr cent. of which is guaranteed, will ‘be quite a prize in the money mar- 
Pet when realised, whilst it is evident that when the projected railway is 
un fait accompli the value of the estates comprised in its operations must 


be much increased. 














Piracy ix Cuina.—The Daily Telegraph says —We quite agree with 
the China houses, that an end must be put ta these vermin of the sea, 
Their depredations are growing bolder and more cruel, for they never spare 
a prisoner. They gut a ship of all available cargo, scuttle or set fire to 
her, stave in the boats, and leave those of the crew whose throats they have 
overlooked to sink or be burned alive with the vessel, It seems to us that, 





instead of the desultory warfare which has been pursued against the wretches, 
a flying squadron of Her Majesty’s vessels in the China waters ought to be 
detached to root them out. Of course it is difficult, but that is why the 
work should be done thoroughly ; and the proper course would be simply 
to find the right man for an organised expedition along the coast. A 
really good officer, with small vessels, of bis own sclecting and arming, 
would know how to go about the business. He would soon have spies and

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the coast ports; he would play all sort of tricks to bring the 
willine out, oguisag bis abip, or droppiog past their stations in a well 
armed merchantman. He would ask for handy, light steam launches— 
such as the French build so well—to run up the creeks after the water rats. 
He would use shot and shell, the torch and the rope, without being 
bothered about responsibility, except to satisfy his own conscience that he 
made no mistake between honest men and knaves, It would be better if 
the thing were carried out, in the same way, as far as the Straits and around 
Borneo, It is an immense hunting field, we know, and the game is as 
thick as jackals, and as hard to get at; but a year or two of real earnest 
labour among these human pests would be @ permanent blessing to the 
traders of the East, and a lasting caution to those leather-coloured 
buccaneers, who should, once for all, be taught a lesson in the superior 
safety of rice-growing, under a new course of tuition, with gunboats for 
for agricultural mentors. 

Tux TELEGRAPH TO INDIA, CHINA, AND AUSTRALIA.—At a meeting 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers held on the 14th inst paper was 
read “ The Telegraph to India, and its Extension to Australia and China,” 
by Sir Charles Tilston Bright, M.P., M. Inst.C.E. After referring to the 
previous atlempts to establish telegraphic communication with India by 
the Red Sea, and alluding to the causes of the failure of that enterprise, 
the author proceeded to describe the steps taken by the Government to 
carry out the line through Mesopotamia and by the Persian Gulf to 
Kurrachee, which is now ia daily operation, connecting England with 
Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, and all the principal towns of India, and ex- 
tending as far to the eastward as Rangoon. The opening of the entire 
Tine between Europe and India was delayed until the end of February in 
the present year, when a telegram was received in London from Kurrachee 
in eight hours and a-half, This wi dily followed by numerous 
commercial messages to and fro, and a large remunerative traffic is now 
daily passing. The author, however, complained of the delays and errors 
arising upon the Turkish portion of the line, between Constantinople and 
Belgrade ; the service on the portion of the line worked by the Indian 
Government, between India and the head of the Gulf, being performed 
rapidly and efficiently. The difficulties encountered by Major Cham- 

ain, R.E., in the construction of the Persian telegraph, between 

‘eheran, Ispahan, Shiraz, and Bushire, were described, and the loss of 
the late Colonel Patrick Stewart, R.E., and his devoted services, were 
feclingly alluded§to, In considering the extension of telegraphic com- 
munication from Rangoon to China and Australia, the author ertered upon 
a narration of the advantages and otherwise of the several plans proposed ; 
and considered, although part of the line in the Malay Peninsula and 
elsewhere might be taken by land, that the speediest and most reliable 
means of carrying the object into effect would be found in the submer- 
gence of submarine cables, if properly constructed and laid. It was 
thought that a line might be carried, in a comparatively short time, 
from Rangoon to Singapore, thence to Batavia, joining the Dutch land 
lines there, and passing from the soulb-eastern extremity of Java to 
‘Timor, onwards to the Australian coast, whither the Australian land lines 
were rapidly advancing, and would be erected to meet the cable, From 
Singapure a line could be carried to China, touching at Saigon, or the 
Peninsula might be crossed at Mergni, and the sea line be carried thence 
across the Gulf of Siam. 

Jupce CiisnoLm ANSTEY.—A certain portion of the press in Bom- 
bay are pouring out “ vials of wrath ” on the devoted head of Mr. Anstey 
(late Attorney-General at Hong Kong), who has been practising for some 
years in Bombay as a barrister but now raised to the Bench. The fact 
is Mr. Anstey is toosevere for the easy, greasy style of financial concocters 
and others with which Bombay has abounded. | We are not at all sur- 
prised, therefore, to find that he is unpopular. Thoroughly honest people, 
‘as arule, are not popular in India. The following is an extract from one of 
the Bombay rs :—* The events of the Criminal Sessions, which com- 
menced on Monday the 25th of September and were brought to a close 
last Tuesday evening, will long be remembered in Bombay. If Mr. Jus- 
tice Anstey betrayed in the Insolvent Court qualities unbecoming the dig- 
nity of the Bench to which he was so lately raised, he has afforded un- 

‘stakable proof during the late Sessions of total want of titness to perform 
the functions of a Criminal Judge. A follower of the practices of the 
notorious Judge Jeffries is quite out of place on the Bench of a British 
court of justice in the nineteenth century, nevertheless the public of Bom- 
bay have certainly been listening to judgments of late which none but a 
Jetfries or an Anstey would have thouglit of delivering. A total absence 
of that discrimination which is one of the noblest characteristics of a wise 
dispenser of the law's awards has almost invariably marked the sentences 
adjudged during the late Criminal Session, and the true interests of society 
have suffered in consequence. The Indian penal code is certainly a for~ 
midable weapon, and the powers it confers may be most egregiously abused 
by a judge whose stock of patience is too small to allow him to temper 
his decisions adequately. If a blacksmith had only one standard of hard- 
ness for all the steel he worked, the majority of the tools he turaed out of 
his hands would be useless. Anda parallel case can be drawn with re- 
spect toa judge. If he dips his pen invariably into gall, and records the 
extreme penalty of the law indiscriminately in every case, his judgments 
will do grievous harm tothe cause of justice. And we must say that Judge 
Anstey has erred excessively on the side of severity in a very large pe 
Portion of the cases in which he decreed the punishments of the late High 
Court trials.” 

Commenctat Improvesent 1x Bostpay.—The sudden advance in 
the price of cotton has restored a good degree of animation to business in 
Bombay. When a fortnight ago the high prices in the Liverpool market 
were quoted here there was greatexcitement. Very large quantities of 
cotton changed hands, and in a few cases enormous gains were realised. 
‘There has recently been greater quietness, mainly because all the cotton 
available has been purchased, and little reliance could be placed on the 
quality of that to hand. The supplies from Dharwar, and the remoter 
districts of Berar, are only now beginning to arrive; it is said that the 
cotton from the former district is even finer in quality than ever before. 
‘The shares in all the better joint-stock undertakings have advanced ; but 
there is little speculation, and there seems every prospect of a return of 
sound prosperity to Westera India. ‘The Financial Association of India 
and China—the first of similar institutions established in Bumbay—has 





















































just declared the results of a pec investigation into its affairs. There 
is disclosed thereby a loss of nearly 14 lacs (£140,000) during the last 
six months; for meeting which the whole of the reserve fund (£100,000) 
and two-thirds of the profit and loss balance have to be set aside. As, 
however, the capital of the company is shown to be still intact, confidence 
in it is fully restored, and the shares are quoted at a premium. Of the 
total assets of the com 1 (1,020,000) upwards of £900,000 stand as 
“loans, bills discounted.” -» but those items have been examined by 
reliable auditors. A great number of the more recently formed and 
smaller monetary companies are being wound up after a laborious and fit- 
ful manner. 

Erunotocicat OssERvations amonc INoran Mons, sy Da. 
MacGowan.—Acting Surgeon Macgowan has just returned from the 
Great Council lately held in the Indian Territory, whither he was sent by 
Secretary Harlan, having been detailed by the Secretary of War at the 
request of the American Geographical Statistical Society to make certain 
ethnological observations. On bis way back he visited, at the request of 
the American Etbnological Society, the Indian mounds at Newark, Ohio, 
to make inquiries concerning the alleged disinterment of effigies bearing 
Hebrew inscriptions. Without committing himself fully on the subject 
he reports that the evidence is strong as to the genuineness or authenticity 
of the effigies which were discovered several years ago, and that one of 
them appears to be of Chinese workmanship, while there is slight room for 
doubt as to those which have just been disinterred. The question of their 
antiquity requires further investigation. The mounds at Coshocton, Ohio, 
which contain’ bones, and have been described as belonging to an extinct 
race of Indians, prove to be merely the burial grounds of Moravian mis- 
sionaries, who resided there about @ century ago. At Newark there have 
been recently discovered traces of an extensite system of drainage, evi- 
dently ofthe period of the Mound Indians, and indicating larger population 
and bigher civilisation than antiquaries have hitherto suppored. 

Mapbame ve Bovunsovton.—Intelligence has reached us of the death 
of Madame de Bourboulon, wife of M. de Bourboulon, formerly French 
Minister at Peking. The sad event took place on the 11th instant at 
Chateau Clairvaux, Loiret (near Orleans), where she was staying, with her 
husband, on a visit to a friend. The cause of death was an attack of 
pleurisy, which manifested itself suddenly on the 4th instant, and termi- 
nated fatally in exactly one week. Our readers in China will recollect 
that Madame de Bourboulon went out to China with her husband when he 
was first accredited to that country in 1852, and spent some years in 
Macao. In 1861 after Mr. Bruce and M. de Bourboulon had proceeded 
to Peking and established their respective Legations, Madame de Bour- 
boulon speedily joined her husband there, being the first European lady 
who ever resided within the precincts of the Imperial City. Here she re~ 
mained until her return with M. de Bourboulon in 1862, since which time 
she has resided in France. Madame de Bourboulon was a Scotchwoman 
by birth, her father being a gentleman of considerable landed property, 
Mr. Macleod, of Harris, She was married to M. de Bourboulon in 
Washington, where he was Secretary of Legation. 

AproIntMENTs.—The Queen has been pleased to approve of M. 
Gustave Schunoff as Consul at Capetown for his Majesty the King 
of Prussia; and M. P. H. Paul Auschitzky, as Consul at Akyab for His 
Majesty the King of the Belgians. The Queen has been pleased to ap- 
prove Mr. James Whittall as Consul-General at Hong Kong for the King 
ofthe Hawaiian Islands. The Queen has been pleased to appoint the 
ight Hon. Henry Austin Bruce to be Second Church Estates Commis~ 
sioner, in the room of the Right Hon. Edward Pleydell Bouverie, 
resigned. ‘The Queen has been pleased to confer the honour of Knight 
hood upon Robert Lush, Esq., Serjeant-at-Law, one of the Justices of the 
Court of Queen's Bench ; upon Edward Hilditch, Esq., M.D., Inspector- 
General of Hospitals and Fleets ; and upon John Campbell Lees, Esq.. 
late Chief Justice of the Bahamas. 

Tue Jaranese iv Fraxse.—(Fnos ove Parts ConREsroxDENT.) 
—The movements of the Japanese commissioners here are watched with so 
much interest that the old story of the three black crows scems to apply 
tothem. They have been to Brest, and were recently at Nantes. At the 
former place they engaged about sixty enginecrs and masons to proceed 
to Japan with them; this fact was magnified into an engagement of from 
a thousand to twelve hundred ouvriers of all trades, and the three black 
crows thus created made the round of the French press before the exagge- 
ration was corrected. The commissioners after their return to Paris are 
to visit Vichy and study the organisation of that Imperial pleasure village, 
with its hot and cold saline draughts, with a view to the creation of a 
similar establishment at Akama, where excellent thermal springs are said 
to exist. 

Tue Suez Canat.—The financial arrangements connected with the 
Suez Canal scheme are threatened with further complications. It is 
rumoured that the Ottoman Government refuses to adhere to the judgment 
given by Napoleon III, «Nothing is more surprising,” says one of our 
French contemporaries, “than that the Government of the Viceroy should 
have chosen the Emperor as arbitrator.” It appears certain that France 
will not yield, for the French Minister of Foreign Affuirs has declared that 
the Imperial judgment must serve asa base for all negotiations having 
reference to future engagements. 

Warrersuirs 1v CeyLon.—The Vice-Chancellor has informed the 
resident members of the University that Her Majesty’s Secretary of State 
for the Colonies is about to nominate a limited number of candidates to 
compete for four writerships in Ceylon, and has invited the Vice-Chan- 
cellor to recommend to him auy members of the University, not more 
than three, of deserving character, to be included ia the list. A paper, 
explaining the nature of the appointments and the scheme of examina 
tion, will be sent to the head of each college, and also to the office of the 
Registrary of the University at the Pitt Press. 

Derantcre or Troops ror CeyLon—Cuatuam, Nov. 16.--This 
morning a detachment of the 2nd battalion of the 25th (King’s Own 
Borderers) Regiment, numbering 102 non-commissioned officers and 
men, together with drafts for the Ceylon Rifle regiment, and the Army 
Hospital corps, embarked at Gravesend on board the chartered troopship 
Isabella, for conseyauce to Colombo, Ceylon, to reinforce the service 
companies of their respective corps. The following officers embarked 
with the detachments:—Lieutenant C. F. Barnardiston, and Lieutenant 
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. Swete and , 25th Regiment; Lieutenant H. R. Fenwicl 
Lieutenant J. B. Pilkington and wife, Ceylon Rifles; and Stail- Assistant- 
Surgeon O'Farrell in medical charge. 

REINFORCEMESTS FoR Cocuin-Cutna.—We noticed in our lat that 
the steam transport PArdeche had sailed from Toulon. The men con- 
veyed by her are to be traneferred at Suez to the transport Orne, and 
consist of 800 marines, several brothers of the Christian schools, twenty 
operative artillerymen,and a number of civil servants. 

Tue American bishopric in China, which recently became vacant by 
the death of Bishop Boone, has been conferred on the Rev. William 
Channing Moore Williams, who has been fr many years a missionary in 
China and Japan. The English Bishopric of Victoria (Hong Kong) has 
not yet been filled up. 

Some of the Satsuma students, under the care of Professor Williamson, 
have visited the several factories and workshops of the Royal Arsenal, 
‘Woolwich, accompanied by the superintendents of the various depart- 
ments,

The following account of the cause of delay iu the transmis- 
sion of messages by the Persian Guif leaves nothing to be won- 
dered at in regard to the irregularities so often complained of.

‘The section of the line from Consiantinople to Bagdad consists of only 
two wires, one of which is almost always out of order. The Government itself 
occupies the other for fifteen hours out of the twenty-four, so that al 
that remains to Europe, official and commercial, is the use of one wire 
for nine bours a day. An effort was made recently to pat up a third 
wire, but the operators forgot the insulators, and nailed the wire to the 
posts, making it, of course, quite useless. At the same time, the Turkish 
Government is most jealous of European interference with the wire, and 
will not in any case surrender its exclusive right of control. The only 
chance is to convince the Vizier that he is losing revenue by the mis- 
management of the line, and even then he will have to contend with the 

ssive resistance of subordinates who cannot understand why the people 
in round hats should be always in such a hurry.

SHIP LAUNCHES. 

There was launched on the 18th, from the building-yard of Messrs. A. 
Mall and Co., Aberdeen, a five clipper-ship of 680 tons N.M., named 
Ada, classed A113 years. ‘The vessel is intended for the China trade, 
and is commanded by Captain Jones, late of the Ziba. She will be 
despatched to Hong Kong by Messrs. Robertson and Co., and will convey 
the steam furry, built for Hong Kong. 

‘At Havre, on Monday, a steamer in the form of a cigar, built by Messrs. 
Nillus and Sons, was launched, It is constructed on the plans of Mr, 
‘inans, of Philadelphia, is 22 metres long, and 2 metres 75 centremetres 
in diameter in the middle (the metre is about 3 feet 3} inches). | It has 
eight screws, of which six are entirely under water, aud two partially so, 
and is of about 25-horse power. ‘The interior is divided into compart- 
inents. The vessel has been constructed by way of experiment. A similar 
vessel has beea built in London. : 

On Tuesday Messrs. William Denny and Brothers launched, from their 
south building yard, Dumbarton, an iron screw steamship, named A. 
Lopez, of 2.000 tons register, and 400-horse power (nominal). The ship 
is for the Cadiz and Havana mail service. 

Messrs. D, Hutcheson and Co, have contracted with Messrs. Thomson, 
of Glasgow, for the construction of three saloon steamers (similar to the 
Jona, but of smaller dimensions), to be added to their already large fleet 
onthe Clyde, Caledonian Canal, and west coast trades. By this addition 
adaily communication will be kept up between Inverness and Glasgow 
during the summer and autuma moaths by passenger steamers, and 
twice a week by goods boats. The sailings from Oban to Skye, as well as 
to Staffa, Iona, and Glencve, will also be considerably incrased. The 
Llama, paddle, has made a satisfactory trial trip, although it was made in 
actif gale of wind, with a heavy sea. Burns at once took the 
steamer over from her builders, Messrs. Caird and Co, The Liama, 
which will be commanded by Captain M‘Pherson, will be shortly put on 
the Glasgow and Belfast station, in connection with the Buffalo and Wolf. 

The Kinsale, screw, lately launched by Messrs, Henderson, Coulborn, 
and Co., attained on ber trial trip, between the Clock and Cumbrae 
Lights, an average speed of 124 miles per hour. The Kinsale is owned 
by the Clyde Shipping Compauy, and was built for the Cork and Water~ 
ford trade. 

‘The Turkish screw steam ram Abdul Aziz, 4,200 tons burden, and 900- 
horse power, recently built and engined by Messrs. Napier and Son, Glas- 
gow, for the Turkish Government, has sailed from the Tail of the Bank 
tor Constantinople. 3 

‘The Russians are rapidly covering their seas and large rivers with steam 
vessels, mostly built in this country. Messrs, C. Mitchell and Co., of 
Low Walker, on the Tyne, have just received an order to buiid two screw 
steamers of 500 tons each, for the navigation of the Caspian Sea, to 
which sea these vessels will sail direct from this country. ‘The same firm 
are also about to build two more powerful steamships for the Russian 
Steam Navigation Company, and intended for their tleet on the Black 
Sea trading with the Crimea. They will be fited up to carry a large 
number of passengers, and they will be supplied with engines by Messrs. 
Penn and Son, of London, with all the modern improvements for the eco- 
nomy of fuel. 

The Pampero will no doubt be familiar to our readers, in consequence 
of the proceeuings which the Governinent deemed it necessary to take in 
connection with the ship while she was being fitted out at Glasgow during 
the late American war. The ship's name has now been changed. On 
‘Tuesday she passed over to the Gareloch for the first time, forthe purpose 
of having her compasses adjusted, under the name of ‘Tornado. ‘Tie ap- 
pearance of this handsome craft excited general admiration as she pro~ 
ceeded past our harbours—her symmetry and smart appearance calling 
forth general praise. She was buiit on the composite principle by Messrs. 
J. and G. ‘Lhomscm, Glasgow. Her future destination is at present un- 
known.—Another screw steamer, named the Cyclone (late Wisconsin), 
built by Messrs, William Denny and Son, Dumbarton, and engined by the 
Greenock Foundry Company a few weeks ago, will likewise accompany 
the Tornado. It is rumoured that they will run the blockade at Chili.
